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Spiritualism, or “Spiritism” the better 
word, is again to the fore through the 
publication of another book by Sir Conan 

Doyle, which it is claimed was 
Psychic written at the dictation of his 
Manifes- “familiar spirit.’ Secular pa- 
tations pers in reviewing the book have 

even exhibited pictures of this 
spirit sketched after the description the 
spirit itself furnished. A secular con- 
temporary speaking of ‘the subject remarks 
that in spite of the frequently demonstrated 
fraud in psychic manifestations, there still 
remain sufficient unexplained phenomena to 
convince such men as Sir Conan Doyle, 
Sir Oliver Lodge and others like them. 
In other words, science has thus far failed 
to account for much which challenges hu- 
man understanding and belief. 

In our judgment, the only explanation of 
these phenomena—and to the man of faith 
it is a perfectly satisfactory one—is found 
between the covers of the Bible. We trust 
our motive may not be misconstrued, if 
we refer to a modest volume by our edi- 
tor-in-chief which deals with the subject 
as it is revealed in both the Old and New 
Testaments. The title of the volume is, 
Spiritism and the Fallen Angels. It has 
chapters on the “Modern History of Spirit- 
ism,” “Satan, or Spiritism at Its Source,” 
“Spiritism before the Flood,” “Spiritism 
in Israel and Judah,” “Early Christianity 
and the Black Art,” “Teaching of the 
Pauline Epistles,” “Teaching of the 
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Apocalypse,” etc. The book is published 
by Fleming H. Revell Company, but ob- 
tainable through the Bible Institute Col- 
portage Association, 843 North Wells 
Street, Chicago, or for that matter, through 
any book seller. We venture to say that 
it will be read with interest and profit 
even if questions may be raised as to some 
of its interpretations and conclusions. The 
price is $1.25. 


Simultaneously, we would speak of a 
pamphlet by the same author entitled, How 
the Bible Answers Conan Doyle. This was 
criginally contributed, by request, to the 
Christian Herald, New York, and subse- 
quently reprinted in pamphlet form by the 
Bible Institute Colportage Association. 
Copies may be obtained for 5 cents each, 
or 50 cents a dozen, and will be useful to 
distribute wherever this dark cult is mak- 
ing headway. Young ministers especially 
will find this pamphlet adaptable for pul- 
pit use, and are advised to have a copy 
of it at their hand. 
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While writing the preceding editorial on 
Psychic Manifestations, our attention was 
called to Professor Schiller’s review of 

Murchison’s book entitled, The 
Is Case for and against Psychical 
Science Belief. In the course of his 
Fair? review, Schiller speaks of the 

psychic’s insistence that pheno- 
mena can be obtained only in the dark, 
which has been regarded by opponents 
as a presumption of fraud. But Schiller 
argues differently, and demands that 
science meet that condition, that it devise 
some means of testing the phenomena in 
the dark. We agree with Schiller. Science 
has no right to call itself science while 
passing judgment upon a subject where 
essential factors have been omitted in its 
examination. 


We say the above, however, not only 
in fairness to Spiritism which we abhor, 
but in fairness to Christianity, in which 
we devoutly believe. Science ignores or 
opposes the doctrines of grace without 
attempting an impartial inquiry into their 
phenomena. Why then does it still call 
itself science? Christ said, “If any man 
willeth to do his will, he shall know of 
the doctrine, whether it be of God, or 
whether I speak of myself” (John 7:17). 
Has science ever accepted that challenge? 
Has it been willing to do God’s will? 
“This is the work (or the will) of God, 
that ye believe on him whom he hath sent” 
(John 6:29). Has science done that? 
Some individual scientists have done it, 
enough by the results they have obtained 
to demonstrate its scientific character. But 
science as a system of world thinking has 


never done it, and for this reason it stands 
charged with the rankest inconsistency and 
unfairness to its opponent. 


Rev. Howard Agnew Johnston in his 
Scientific Faith, draws a just distinction 
between Professor Tyndall and Dwight L. 
Moody. Tyndall, a scientist and a con- 
fessed unbeliever in spiritual realities, puts 
forth an essay on Prayer, the most un- 
scientific thing he could do, says Dr. John- 
ston, and the thinking world must recog- 
nize his incompetency in the subject. But 
Moody, a contemporary, puts forth a 
pamphlet upon Prayer, and the thinking 
world accords him a respectful hearing, 
for, knowing his long experience as a man 
of prayer it is scientific so to do. “Tyndall 
could tell Moody some wonderful facts 
about biology,” continues Dr. Johnston, “but 
no less surely could Moody tell Tyndall 
some wonderful facts about prayer.” 

It is time science began to play fair, 
for “the natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for they are 
foolishness unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned” (1 Cor. 2:14).

The New York Nation, leading organ 
of the radicals in this country, has de- 
clared that this case “has become identified 
with efforts to reconstruct 
the social order,” and there 
is little doubt that it will 
mark an era in the world’s 
history.

For example, that was a brainy article 
written by a Harvard professor of law in 
the Atlantic Monthly last spring. When 
a man speaks of himself as he did, as a 
prosecuting officer of “considerable experi- 
ence” whose scientific duties have led to 
the examination of “a great number of 
records and opinions,” and then asserts 
“without the slightest fear of disproof,” 
that Judge Thayer’s opinion in the Sacco-

crepancies,” “a farrago of misquotations” 
and the like, when a man of such caliber 
and standing speaks like that, what is a 
poor layman going to do? 

The layman is wise if he does nothing 
till he hears from another man such as 
Dean Wigmore, of Northwestern Univer- 
sity law school, who, calling that Harvard 
professor by name, characterized him as 
a “plausible pundit,” and his article as a 
“sross libel against the honor of the 
courts,” and presented the proof of his 
statements. The layman is wise if he 
gives proper consideration to the mentality 
and character of the men who sit as 
judges in Massachusetts’ courts, who 
occupy such an office as governor of that 
commonwealth, and who constitute such a 
committee as the present Governor ap- 
pointed to review the evidence in the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case. What reasonable 
person will doubt that the presidents of 
Harvard University and the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and the former 
judge of the Probate court, what reason- 
able person will doubt that they went into 
the whole question with a single desire to 
reach the truth, the whole truth and noth- 
ing but the truth? 

It may be well said, quoting a secular 
contemporary, that “if the American people 
are not safe in accepting the judgment of 
such men arrived at after careful inquiry 
and deliberation, it will never be safe in 
arriving at any conclusion whatever.”

A good deal is being said today about 
the “Youth Movement,” but that movement 
appears generally so vain and self-asser- 
tive, that it is difficult to become enthus- 
iastic over it. We imagine parents are 
much to blame for it, and back of parents, 
pastors who have gotten away from the 
Word of God and are no longer thunder- 
ing a “Thus saith the Lord” in their ears. 
Indeed, one prominent pastor was quoted 
recently as saying that such a phrase 
should have no place in modern preaching. 
; Colonel Lindbergh and President Cool- 
idge were both brought up in Christian 
homes where the family altar was recog- 
nized, and where they learned to “look not 
every man on his own things, but every 
man also on the things of others.” 

We thank God for such examples of 
selflessness in an age of pride, even though 
the contrast saddens us because of what 
the world is losing through neglect of 
Him,

Endeavor Society appears to be so thor- 
oughly evangelical There is no sem- 
blance of Modernism about it, if one may 
judge by a kind of prospectus of the new 
department which we saw in a late sum- 
mer issue of the Christian Endeavor World. 
Amos R. Wells wrote on “Training for 
Sunday-school Work,” and one of his 
paragraphs reads thus: 
“And finally, if you can manage at- 
tendance for a while on some school 


established for the training of Bible 
teachers, you will be immeasurably stim- 
ulated and strengthened for your work. 
Select a sound school, one that believes 
in the holy doctrines of our faith, one 
that is well equipped with vitalizing 
teachers, and you will find your money 
well spent. There is nothing quite equal 
to the living voice, the face-to-face en- 
thusiasm, the contact with spiritual per- 
sonalities.” 

Rev. Robert P. Anderson wrote on 


Moody Bible Institute Monthly 
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“Training for Christian Endeavor,” and 
was equally emphatic about the Bible: 


“There are two invaluable lines of 
training that are provided in Bible 
schools. The first is the Bible itself. 
Most people do not know how to study 
the Bible. They read at random, and 
they do not understand what they read. 
The Bible school leads the student di- 
rectly to the Word of God. It enables 
him to get a view of the whole Bible, its 
contents and its purpose, and it helps 
him to study and analyze the various 
books. It does not impart full and per- 
fect knowledge, but it sets a young per- 
son’s feet upon the right way.”

“The Bible training school can give 
instruction that will prove invaluable 
to a ‘Y’ worker. To be efficient one 
must know men and boys, and that means 
a working knowledge of psychology. 
Ability to speak in public is a great as- 
set. And a knowledge of the Scriptures 
is essential if one is to furnish the high- 
est type of help. Young men and women 
especially face trying problems in their 
lives. Perhaps they are sex problems, 
or moral problems, or difficulties in mat- 
ters of faith. Whatever they are, they 


are likely to bring them to a friendly 
Y. M. C. A. or Y. W. C. A. worker. 
The leader who has studied such mat- 
ters in a training school obviously has 
a great advantage over one who has not. 
To give first aid in cases like these it is 
necessary to have not only sympathy, 
but knowledge as well.” 


Robert T. Treadwell had the important 
theme of “Director of Religious Educa- 
tion,” and said: 


“The position is one of great respon- 
sibility and influence, and may well make 
a strong appeal to one with a worthy 
ambition to guide the young into knowl- 
edge of the truth that makes wise unto 
salvation and leads one to consecration 
to service. Interest in the young and 
power to win their confidence and to 
inspire them to the noblest living are 
among the first essentials of success. 
Knowledge of the Bible and its teach- 
ings and a clear and comprehensive view 
of the ground to be covered in each de- 
partment of the Sunday-school are 
fundamental.” 


Russell Sewall’s subject was entitled, 
“Being a Pastor’s Assistant,” and closed 
thus: 


_“You will pray much over your de- 
cision, and will put yourself in the hands 





of the Holy Spirit. Without His guid- 
ance you will not set out on this or any 
other untried course. And you will test 
yourself locally; for all the work of a 
pastor’s assistant may be done in your 
home church, however small it is. If, 
doing such work voluntarily and without 
pay, you prove to be a success, you will 
have encouragement to launch out for 
pay, and in a strange field.” 


Finally, Arthur W. Kelly, on “Training 
for the Mission Field,” sounded a trumpet 
with no uncertain sound, when he said: 

“In the first place, the missionary 
must have thorough grounding in the 
message that he is to give and in the 

Scriptures where it is found. This is 

all-important. However many and 

varied his other activities, the mission- 
ary’s one purpose is to give the message 
of salvation, and everything else is of 
value only as contributing to that end.” 

We congratulate the Christian homes of 
the world with young people in them, who 
regularly receive and read a journal that 
furnishes such godly advice. Would to 
God that hundreds of young men and wom- 
en may give heed to it, that the next gen- 
eration, taking up and carrying forward 
the same testimony, there may be no dearth 
of faithful witnesses till Jesus comes. 


Dr. Torrey Replies to an Objector 


Submitted by the Great Commission Prayer League 


HY pray for revival? Some of 
God’s people believe that in these 
days revival is impossible. They 
say that we are in the midst of 


the apostasy prophesied in the Bible, and 
that it is to be followed by the Lord’s 
second coming. 


Recently a letter was written to the 


editor of one of the magazines that pub- 
lished Dr. Torrey’s article entitled, “A 
Powerful Plea for Prayer for Revival,” 
and the writer apparently objected to the 
article on the ground that we are now 
passing through the period of apostasy 
which precedes the Lord’s return, and that 
therefore revival can not occur. Dr. Tor- 
rey replied in part as follows: 


“You give no scriptures for your ap- 


parent position that the present apostasy, 
to which I plainly refer in my article, is 
the final apostasy. It certainly looks as 
though it might be, but so in the days of 
Martin Luther it must have looked as if 
apostasy, so widespread, was the final one, 
and if Martin Luther and others had fol- 
lowed your line of reasoning, they would 
have been paralyzed, but, thank God, they 
did not. 


“So also in the eighteenth century in 


the days of Wesley, the apostasy was more 
general than it is today, and if Wesley or 
Whitefield and others had followed your 
line of reasoning there would not have 
been the great revival which saved for the 
time, civilization and the church. 


“Just so in a later part of the same cent- 


ury, if Jonathan Edwards had adopted 
your line of reasoning and your assump- 
tion without Bible warrant that the final 
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apostasy had fully set in, and therefore 
there could not be any great ingathering 
of the unsaved, he would not have sent 
out his plea for prayer, and consequent re- 
sults would have been appalling. 

“Just so in the early years of the ninec-

teenth century, conditions were far worse 
in our colleges than they are today, and 
so were also conditions in the church, and 
in other matters, and if Timothy Dwight 
and others had followed out your line of 
reasoning, and your unwarranted assump- 
tion, the great revival that shook and 
transformed Yale College, Princeton, and 
swept over the country, would not have 
come to pass.” 


Let us be encouraged by the above re- 
minder of God’s gracious dealings in the 
past; let us lay hold upon His promise, 
“Call unto me, and I will answer thee, 
and shew thee great and mighty things, 
which thou knowest not” (Jer. 33:3); 
and with increased faith let us continue 
to pray for revival!

OBITUARY 


HOMAS EDWARD 

STEPHENS was born 

near Valparaiso, Ind., 

March 25, 1866. His 
parents, Thomas White 
Stephens and Mary Tyler 
Stephens, were spiritual and 
godly-minded, and brought up 
the boy in the fear and ad- 
monition of the Lord. When 
he was about a year old, his 
parents moved to the vicinity 
of Topeka, Kan., where his 
five brothers and two sisters 
were born and where he grew 
to maturity. 

He attended Baker Uni- 
versity, Baldwin, Kan., and 
Depauw University, Green- 
castle, Ind, graduating from 
the latter institution in 1894, 
and secured his master’s de- 
gree in 1895. During his college days he 
was at first assistant and later, editor of 
the Kansas Christian Advocate. 


Mr. Stephens was educated for the min- 
istry of the Methodist church, and in 1891 
began as a local preacher, and the follow- 
ing years had student pastorates at Clin- 
ton, Overbrook and Richland, Kan. But 
upon completing his college course, he be- 
came the secretary of the Kansas State 
Temperance Union, and for several years 
gave unsparingly of his time and strength 
to the cause of temperance. He was the 
author of Prohibition in Kansas, which 
wielded a wide influence for righteous- 
ness. 


In 1907 he became associate editor of 
the Home Herald of Chicago, successor to 
the Ram’s Horn, and in June, 1909, began 
managing editor of the Moody Church 
Herald, which work he continued until 
December, 1916, when the church organ 
became a weekly instead of a monthly. 


In September of the same year, he was 
appointed business manager of the Testi- 
mony Publishing Company. From 1909 
until 1915, about 3,000,000 copies of the 
twelve volumes of The Fundamentals were 
published under his direction and were sent 
free to approximately 200,000 pastors, mis- 
sionaries and evangelists throughout the 
world, by the benefactions of two laymen 
in California. 


The formal opening of Mr. Stephens’ 
greatest work, that of the Great Commis- 
sion Prayer League, was in February, 1910, 
with the publication of a twenty page soul- 
winning tract. Shortly afterward the 
“Suppose” leaflet was issued, which since 
has had an approximate circulation of 9,- 
000,000 copies. 

In October, 1919, he became a member 
of the editorial staff of The Sunday School 
Times, preparing each week the material 
for the Family Worship column. And 
five years later he began the publication 
of the “Pray for Revival” appeals which 
have appeared in many evangelical peri- 
odicals each month throughout the English 
speaking world. 
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Mr. Thomas E. Stephens, who under God was the founder 
of the Great Commission Prayer League, died on August 29, 
after a painful illness lasting for several weeks. 
service was held in the Moody Memorial Church, Chicago, of 
which Mr. Stephens was an elder. 
W. Philpott, D. D., pastor of the church, who was on va- 
cation, the assistant pastor, Rev. Harry Herring, presided. 
Others taking part in the service were Rev. Charles P. Meeker 
-and Dr. Chas. G. Sterling, of the Chicago Hebrew Mission; 
Rev. Norman H. Camp, Bible teacher and evangelist, and Rev. 
James M. Gray. The last-named, at the request of the family, 
brought a message from the Bible, 1 Peter 4:12, 18. Mr. A. 
F. Gaylord, business manager of the Moody Bible Institute, 
and an old-time friend and fellow-worker with Mr. Stephens, 
read an obituary record, and Mr. J. D. Hall, a fellow elder 
of the Moody Church, read a minute concerning Mr. Stephens 
to be placed upon the records of the church. Also an unusual 
testimony from the residents of the neighborhood in which 
Mr. Stephens lived, was read by the assistant pastor, Mr. 
Herring. Knowing the interest of many of our readers in 
Mr. Stephens and the work of the Great Commission Prayer 
League, we secured the privilege of publishing the following.

MEMORIAL MINUTE 
(ABRIDGED) 

For months the invitation of 
our Lord, “Come unto me,” 
has been on the desk of Elder 
Thomas E. Stephens, in the 
Great Commission Prayer 
League office. 

On Monday afternoon, Au- 
gust 29, 1927, these words 
found a literal fulfillment 
when our beloved brother went 
to be with his Lord. How we 
shall miss the sweet fellow- 
ship, the wise counsel and the 
inspiration to prayer and god- 
liness which his presence al- 
ways brought! 

“Instant in prayer” was the 
predominating characteristic 
of his life, one of his most 
frequent expressions being, “In 
everything by prayer.” Out of 
his prayer life and utter de- 
pendence upon God naturally grew hu- 
mility which had become almost complete 
self-effacement. “Cease ye from man and 
behold the Lord,” was a text that became 
a motto for his life. 

Many members of Moody Church and 
the congregation will think of him most 
frequently in connection with what was 
called “the 1:30 Prayer Meeting,” which 
met each Sunday beginning June, 1919, 
and continued until the reorganization of 
the Sunday-school in the new church, Feb- 
ruary, 1926. This service meant much to 
the regular attendants in deepening their 
prayer lives and in fostering a spirit of 
intercession in the church. 

His deep spiritual leadership of prayer 
services was frequently sought for large 
Bible conferences at the Moody Bible In- 
stitute, and in other cities. On such oc- 
casions he was insistent that the time be 
given to prayer rather than to lengthy 
addresses upon prayer. 

“Bear ye one another’s burdens,” is a 
scriptural exhortation which he faithfully 
carried out. His deep, personal interest 
in the welfare of the sick, the discouraged 
and perplexed was constantly manifest. 
Elder Stephens carried many burdens for 
the Body of Christ as well as for individ- 
uals, but the greatest of them all was for 
a genuine heaven-sent revival in the true 
Church. This supreme passion of his 
heart is forcefully expressed in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs from his last letter of 
appeal for prayer: 

“The time is short. While the church 
sleeps, tares are being sown and millions 
are perishing. There is not an assembly 
of believers in the world that doesn’t 
need the reviving touch of the Spirit of 
God, nor a community that doesn’t need 
to hear afresh the evangelizing sound of 
the gospel. 

“The seed that has been sown through 
the years in travail of soul by unnum- 
bered saints cannot surely have been sown 
in vain, for God, that cannot lie, has 
promised the ‘sheaves’ (Ps. 126:6). 

“Will you pray for all this until the 
answer comes? Cease looking to man; 
cease counting the cost. But cease not 
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to pray with expectant faith! No labor 

of prayer in the Spirit can possibly be 

in vain.” 

This intense love for souls found ex- 
pression in his own personal contact with 
individuals. “As ye go, preach,” was an- 
other motto of his. He was quick to seize 
opportunities for witnessing. Recently our 
brother was seen in a street-car sitting be- 
side a Chinese trying to show him the way 
of life from the Gospel of John. Seeing 
that the man was not comprehending Eng- 
lish, he at once introduced him to a re- 
turned missionary from China also on the 
car, who was able to converse with the 
man in his own language. 

A young man led to Christ by Elder 
Stephens a few years ago is now a Moody 
Church missionary in China. Numerous 
other instances of his personal soul-win- 
ning ministry might be given. 

Several well-worn Bibles attest the fact 
that he was a man largely of one book. 
The Word of God was his daily com- 
panion and the source of his power and 


fruitfulness. As an elder in the church 
he was a faithful guardian of its doctrines, 
always alert to sense any effort of the ad- 
versary to inject false teachings. His 
watchfulness over the flock was perhaps 
most manifest when he was called upon to 
serve on the nominating committee to se- 
lect officers for the church. His loyalty 
to God and love for the church were clearly 
revealed in his insistence upon much 
prayer for guidance and a thorough exam- 
ination of each name presented. 

It is not only we of Moody Church and 
Chicago who mourn the loss of a true 
friend and faithful servant of Christ, but 
the hearts of thousands of God’s people 
the world over who have been blessed 
through his written ministry will be sad- 
dened. Indeed, the whole Body of Christ 
is the poorer. Mr. Charles G. Trumbull, 
editor of the Sunday School Times pays 
this tribute: “Mr. Stephens meant more 
to me in prayer fellowship and eager 
sacrificial readiness to help me by prayer 
than any friend I have ever had. The loss 





to the Christian church and to me is ir- 
reparable.” 

In recounting the many manifestations 
of God’s grace in our departed brother, it 
is fitting to use one of his oft-repeated 
phrases, “To God be all the glory.”

Finney and Oberlin

A 
visiting 
Oberlin (Ohio), tells 
interestingly in the July 
MonTHLY the difficulty 
he experienced in find- 
ing Finney’s grave. But 
Finney’s, monument is 
Oberlin itself. In spite 
of the evangelistic 
apathy of today—sadly 
marked—Oberlin and 
Finney are one. His 
life is everywhere on 
the streets of the town. 
You cannot turn a 
stone without finding 
written there the name 
of Charles G. Finney, 
the founder of local ; 
lay evangelism. 

The writer spent a 
busy - pastorate under 
the spreading elms of 
this college town, con- 
spicuous in the annals 
of stalwart America, and on every hand in 
home and church, and school and library, to 
the man who will look for them, there were 
to be found the marks of Finney’s masterly 
leadership in righteousness, temperance, 
and truth. He was there! He was every- 
where! A mighty world evangelist. 

It was Oberlin that gave Charles G. Fin- 
ney his pivot and center in his later and 
more matured soul-winning work. It was 
under his ministry that he trained his 
young men who went forth from here like 
streams of blessing to refresh all the 
thirsty land. Here he surrounded himself 
with kindred spirits like Morgan, Mahan 
and others who helped to keep a glow of 
hot evangelistic fires at which all the world 
warmed its chilled members. It was Ober- 
lin College trustees who, after repeated 
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Finney’s Church, Oberlin, O. 


overtures, secured from him the prepara- 
tion and publication of his Evangelistic 
Memoirs, friends in England adding their 
entreaties. Finney stood with Oberlin in 
every great reform. The Honorable John 
Harris, a member of the Ohio Senate, 
wrote a letter in 1842 telling his wife that 


an effort was about to be made to repeal : 


Oberlin’s charter because of its harboring 
fugitive slaves. He and a few others were 
preparing to stand against it, which they 
did, and saved Oberlin and Ohio from the 
disgrace. 

There stands in Oberlin a great tree in 
the heart of the town and campus, where, 
in October 1832, Shipherd and Stewart 
knelt in the virgin forest and dedicated the 
place to the cause of popular Christian 
education. They felt that a new life was 


needed to arrest in- 
fidelity and atheism 
and Oberlin was the 
spot to begin it. Under 
God, men_ responded. 
A school village sprang 
up which was soon fed 
from east and west,— 
all for the free school 
of a free people. 

Oberlin stood for 
three things: anti-slav- 
ery, anti-saloon, anti- 
bondage in letters (co- 
education). John 
Brown’s father was one 
of the trustees of the 
institution, and it is a 
wonder that when 
Oberlin in 1856 de- 
clared that no slave 
should be returned 
from there, and its citi- 
zens marched to Well- 
ington, six miles away, 
and rescued John Price 
from his captors, that 
the Civil War did not 
begin in Oberlin rather than Harpers’ 
Ferry. 

It was for a free nation, a free school, 
a free church and wide-sweeping evangel- 
ism that Finney came to Oberlin in 1835, 
bringing a train of Christian students from 
Cincinnati and elsewhere. His name is 
secure. He says in his famous Memoirs, 
“Tt has pleased God in some measure to 
connect my name and labors with an ex- 
tensive movement of the church of Christ, 
regarded by some as a new era in its pro- 
gress, especially in relation to revivals of 
religion.” 

He was God’s man for the place and the 
plan. coy fe

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OHN WOOLMAN 

might be described as 

a Quaker St. Francis 

without unduly flat- 
tering St. Francis. There 
are many points of re- 
semblance between the 
two. Also of contrast. The 
clear shining of Quaker 
truthfulness _ strikes 
through the pellucid pages 
of Woolman’s Journal 
while a haze of fairy ex- 
travaganza hangs about 
the Umbrian saint. “The 
Fioretti (the Flowerets of 
St. Francis) delight me as 
little children at play de- 
light me,” said Father 
Tyrrell in his letters, “but 
they cannot help me in a 
world of which St. Francis 
knew nothing.” John Woolman on the 
other hand has much to say even to this 
generation. Finally, we must never for- 
get that if St. Francis was a lily he was 
a lily on a dungheap, nor hesitate to recall 
how soon Franciscanism rotted down to 
the general compost of Rome. 


Woolman and the Animal Creation 


Yet he (St. Francis), both loved the 
poor and loved God’s animal creation and 
lived in voluntary poverty. Woolman cer- 
tainly never preached to the birds. He 
was too strong a spirit of reality. But 
he could write with all earnestness, “As 
by his breath the flame of life was kin- 
dled in all animal sensible creatures, to 
say we love God as unseen and at the 
same time exercise cruelty toward the 
least creature moving by His life or by 
life derived from Him, is a contradiction 
in itself... I believe where the love of 
God is verily perfected and the true spirit 
of government watchfully attended to, a 
tenderness towards all creatures made sub- 
ject to us will be experienced, and a care 
felt in us that we do not lessen that sweet- 
ness of life in the animal creation which 
the great Creator intends for them under 
our government.” 

Woolman’s testimony was of the sort 
that eventuated in great societies for ani- 
mal protection. Francis’ bird sermons of 
seven centuries ago have their best com- 
mentary in the strings of poor little dead 
larks one sees hung up in Italian market- 
places and in the general manhandling of 
animals in Latin countries. 


His Idea’ of the Tailor Trade 


The New Jersey tailor who died four 
years before the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, dedicated himself to a poverty which 
was without a shade of theatricalism. No 
reclame here of brown gown and cord 
girdle; no beggary. He abode in his 
calling as the early Christians, but took 
measures to prevent his calling getting 
the better of him. Let us hear his own 
words: 

“Until this year, 1756, I continued to 
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domination. 


John Woolman and His Journal 
By Ernest Gordon, New Hampton, N. H. 


The seven hundredth anniversary of the death of Francis 
of Assisi has been made the occasion of much advertisement 
for the Church of Rome and not the least so in the lands 
of the Reformation. St. Francis is perhaps the most attrac- 
tive figure in a church singularly lacking in attractive figures 
when one considers its long history and the extent of its 
The historian Hagenbach fixes on “pity” as 
the feature of his character which most appeals to us, “that 
pity which characterized Wesley and Francke, and Oberlin 
and Elizabeth Fry, and Amalie Sieveking, a pity for neg- 
lected and suffering humanity.” His simplicity, his love for 
Christ, his love for men should all be duly cherished by the 
sons of the Reformation without forgetting that the Reform- 
ation tdeal of piety is different and more according to the 
gospel in its soberness, in its reality and in its results. That 
ideal has found expression in a host of saints and servants 
of God. One of the most unflinchingly consistent of these 
was the American Quaker, John Woolman. 


retail goods besides following my trade as 
a tailor. About this time I grew uneasy 
on account of my business growing too 
cumbersome. I had begun with selling 
trimmings for garments and from thence 
proceeded to sell cloths and linens, and 
at length having got a considerable shop 
of goods, my trade increased every year, 
and the way to large business appeared 
open but I felt a stop in my mind. 


“Through the mercies of the Almighty 
I had in a good degree learned to be con- 
tent with a plain way of living. I had but 
a small family, and on serious considera- 
tions believed truth did not require me to 
engage much in cumbering affairs. It had 
been my general practice to buy and sell 
things really useful. Things which served 
chiefly to please the vain mind in people I 
disliked to trade in; seldom did it; and 
whenever I did, found it weakened me as 
a Christian. 


“The increase of business became my 
burden, for though my natural inclination 
was toward merchandise, yet I believed 
truth required me to live more free from 
outward cumbers, and there was now a 
strife in my mind between the two. In 
this exercise my prayers were put up to 
the Lord, who graciously heard me and 
gave me a heart resigned to his holy will. 
Then I lessened my outward business and, 
as I had opportunity, told my customers 
of my intentions that they might consider 
what shop to patronize, and in a while I 
wholly gave up merchandise and followed 
my trade as a tailor alone, having no 
apprentice. . .” 


There was nothing of the ascetic in 
this voluntary poverty. Its motive was 
not punishment of self but assistance of 
others. “Oh, that all may learn of Christ,” 
he exclaims, “who was meek and lowly 
of heart. Then in faithfully following 
Him He will teach us to be content with 
food and raiment without respect to the 
customs and honors of this world. Men 
thus redeemed will feel a tender concern 
for their fellow creatures and a desire that 
those in the lowest station may be assisted 


and encouraged.” And 
again: “Of late years a 
deep exercise hath attended 
my mind that Friends may 
dig deeper, may carefully 
cast forth the loose mat- 
ter and get down to the 
rock, the sure foundation 
and there hearken to the 
divine voice which gives a 
clear and certain sound, 
And I have felt, in that 
which doth not deceive, 
that if Friends who have 
known the truth keep in 
that tenderness of heart 
where all views of outward 
gain are given up and their 
trust is only in the Lord, 
He will graciously lead 
some to the patterns of 
deep self-denial. Others 
who have plenty of the treasures of this 
world will be examples of a plain, frugal 
life and pay wages, to such as they may 
hire, more liberally than is now customary 
in some places.” 


Capital and Labor 


Woolman’s moral-economic suggestions 
are timely today and constitute possibly 
the simplest way out of the general econo- 
mic entanglement. It is perhaps for this 
reason that the Fabian Society of London 
has reprinted his “Word of Remembrance 
and Caution to the Rich.” “A belief was 
settled in my mind,” he says, “that if such 
as had great estates generally lived in 
that humility and plainness which belong 
to a Christian life, and laid much easier 
rents and interests on their land and 
moneys and thus led the way to a right 
use of things, so great a number of people 
might be employed in things useful that 
labor both for men and other creatures 
would need to be no more than an agree- 
able employ, and divers branches of busi- 
ness which serve chiefly to please the 
natural inclination of our minds, might in 
the way of pure wisdom be discontinued.” 
Every degree of luxury he believed had 
some connection with evil. His Master 
lived on barley bread, the most plebian 
food in the Roman world, and Woolman’s 
tastes were of the same utter simplicity. 

Woolman was as typical a Christian of 
the reformed way as Francis of Assisi of 
the mediaeval faith. Yet no doubt if cir- 
cumstances had brought them together they 
would have lived in closest spiritual inti- 
macy. “Deep answers to deep in the hearts 
of the sincere and upright,” writes Wool- 
man. “Although there may be different 
ways of thinking amongst us, if we mutu- 
ally keep to that spirit and power which 
crucifies to the world, which teaches us to 
be content with things really needful and 
to avoid all superfluities, true unity may 
be preserved among us. In this exercise 
I was drawn into a sympathizing tender- 
ness with the sheep of Christ however 
distinguished from one another.” 
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When Woolman Was Asked to Write 
a Will 

Traveling about the Atlantic states on 
preaching tours, Woolman came constantly 
upon slavery, was greatly troubled in mind 
because of it and delivered an unvarying 
testimony against it. “When I ate, drank 
and lodged free-cost with people who lived 
in ease on the hard labor of their slaves, 
I felt uneasy, and as my mind was inward 
to the Lord I found this uneasiness return 
upon me at times through the whole visit. 
{ saw in these southern provinces so many 
vices and corruptions increased by this 
trade and this way of life, that it appeared 
to me as a dark gloominess hanging over 
the land.” 

He was asked on one occasion to write 
a will. “As writing is a profitable employ- 
ment,” he says, “and as offending sober 
people was disagreeable to my inclinations, 
{ was straightened in my mind; but as I 
looked to the Lord he inclined my heart to 
His testimony. I told the man that I be- 
lieved the practice of continuing slavery to 
this people was not right, and that I had 
a scruple in my mind against doing writ- 
ings of that sort and desired to be ex- 
cused. In this case I had fresh confirma- 
tion that acting contrary to present out- 
ward interest from a motive of divine love 
and in regard to truth and righteousness, 
and thereby incurring the resentment of 
people opens the way to a treasure better 
than silver and to a friendship exceeding 
the friendship of men.” 

“I cannot write thy will without break- 
ing my own peace,” was his answer. He 
gave up sugar raised by slave labor. In 
leaving homes where slaves were kept he 
made it a point to give silver to his host 
for distribution among them. “Offering 
this to wealthy persons was a trial to me 
and to them. But the fear of the Lord 
covered me at times that my way was 
made easier than I expected.” 

His conscience was quick and sensitive 
in every direction. Members of the So- 
ciety of Friends in his time quite generally 
paid taxes for military purposes. Wool- 
man refused, since the Spirit of Truth 
required to suffer patiently the distraint 
of goods rather than to pay actively. “From 
the steady opposition which faithful 
Friends in early times made to wrong 
things then approved, they were hated and 
persecuted by men living in the spirit of 
this world and, suffering with firmness, 
they were made a blessing to the church 
and the work prospered. It equally con- 
cerns men in every age to take heed to 
their own spirits.” 


The Weapon of Passive Opposition 
Woolman’s desire was to be “baptized 


into a sense of all conditions.” His sym- 
pathies went out to the underpaid and over- 
worked. “To cause others to labor hard 
that we may live comformably to customs 
which our Redeemer discountenanced by 
His example and which are contrary to 
divine order, is to manure a soil for propa- 
gating an evil seed in the earth.” 

In England, which he visited at the end 
of his life, he was greatly shocked at the 
miserable wages and living conditions of 
the producing classes. In crossing the 
Atlantic he had felt, to use his quaint 
English, “a draught” (ie. a drawing in 
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his mind) to steerage travel. His friends 
were much concerned, but finally “left him 
with the Lord.” During a terrible gale 
the passengers invited him into the cabin, 
but his mind was back with “the poor, wet, 
toiling seamen” in the crowded steerage. 

He was greatly distressed by the driving 
of post-horses in England until they 
dropped or went blind; also at the suffer- 
ings of the post-boys sitting all night 
through, in the bitter cold and occasionally 
freezing to death. He therefore put in 
motion his only weapon against the system, 
the moral boycott, making his passages on 
foot, and telling his American correspond- 
ents not to send letters to him on any com- 
mon occasion by post. “I may be likely 
not to hear so often from my family, yet 
for righteousness sake I am made content.” 

Would that this weapon of passive oppo- 
sition might be furbished and taken out 
for more general use today. Our con- 
sciences might not impel us “to refuse at 
friends’ houses with humble apologies 
drink served in silver vessels.” But there 
are a thousand other luxurious excesses 
to call out the moral boycott, not to speak 
of sweated clothing, the venal newspaper, 
corrupt amusements, time-serving politics. 

The hardships of others and of the poor 
so weighed upon Woolman that his health 
became affected. In his last sickness he 
said: “O Lord, my God, the amazing 
horrors of darkness were gathered around 
me and covered me all over and I saw no 
way to go forth. I felt the depth and 
extent of the misery of my fellow crea- 
tures, separated from the divine harmony, 
and it was heavier than I could bear and 
I was crushed down under it.” 


Clean Hearts, Clean Bodies and Clean 
Homes 


For many years he evangelized the At- 
lantic coast, traveling long distances, on 
one occasion 1,150 miles in two months, 
upon horseback. “There was,” he says, 
“a longing in my mind that people might 
come into cleanness of spirit, cleanness of 
person and cleanness about their houses 
and garments and the first step to this 
spiritual sanitation was the surrender to 
the will of Christ.” 

He describes in a passage which might 
have come out of the Vita Nuova, a vision 
which appeared to him of several hours 
duration in the course of which he heard 
one angel say to a second, “John Woolman 
is dead.” Being assured that he was still 
alive in the body he greatly wondered what 
the words could mean. “At that instant 
a divine power prepared my mouth that I 
could speak and I said, ‘I am crucified 
with Christ, nevertheless I live, yet not 
I but Christ liveth in me.” Then the mys- 
tery was opened and I perceived there was 
joy in heaven over a sinner who had re- 
pented, and that the language, ‘John Wool- 
man is dead,’ meant no more than the death 
of my own will.” 

At the age of fifty-two, this serene and 
gentle, yet unbending, saint passed away in 
London. As the end was approaching he 
offered up this prayer: 

“O Lord, it was Thy power that enabled 
me to forsake sin in my youth and I have 
felt Thy bruises for disobedience. But as 
I bowed under them Thou healedst me, 
continuing a Father and Friend; I feel 


Thy power and beg that in the approach- 
ing trying moment Thou wilt keep my 
heart steadfast unto Thee.”

Can youth live a chaste life 
when forced to listen to the modern songs 
being thrust upon them from every source? 

We need an aroused Christian conscience 
on this matter. If those who write, handle 
or sing such scum of music and words 
would feel the resentment of the better 
class of people, they would cease handling 
that which is so destructive to morals and 
the community’s well being—Mrs. Daisy 
Moffett.

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Seventy Years of Prayer

HE Fulton Street noon prayer 
meeting is soon to celebrate the 
completion of the seventieth year 
of its existence. It was the foun- 
tuin-head of the great revival of 1858 
that spread over this country and Europe. 

Friday, September 23, 1857, the date of 
its commencement, was in a time of great 
trouble and perplexity. Business men were 
losing their fortunes in a single day. More 
serious than those events, however, was the 
condition of the spiritual life in the 
churches which called for prayer and the 
exercise of faith, Mr. Jeremiah C. Lan- 
phier, then missionary of the North Re- 
formed Dutch Church at the corner of 
lultor and William Streets, felt it laid 
upon his heart to send out a call to busi- 
ness people in the vicinity of the church 
to hold a prayer meeting during part of 
the lunch hour. Accordingly he had leaf- 
lets printed announcing that on this par- 
ticular Friday at noon such a meeting 
would be held. 

During the first half hour not a single 
individual appeared, later five men, related 
to about the same number of Protestant 
denominations, entered and took part in 
the meeting. 

Thus started a movement which seized 
the attention of the whole city and ended 


in a tidal wave of conviction of sin, and 
an awakening of spiritual consciousness 
over the community. It was not many 
months before every church was filled each 
night, and every available empty store had 
to be pressed into service to hold the multi- 
tudes. 

One of the wonders was that ships at 
sea would be met in a mysterious way by 
the influences of the revival, and it is re- 
lated that whole crews, officers and men, 
even before they came in sight of land, had 
fallen to their knees and sought the Lord 
for salvation. Two warships were then 
lying in the Hudson river, on one of which 
three Christian men asked permission of 
the captain to hold a prayer meeting some- 
where on the vessel. In contempt of their 
request, he sent them down into the bilge, 
and while the meeting was in session con- 
viction fell on the men of both vessels. 
Not waiting for day to dawn, boats were 
hurriedly manned to go ashore for minis- 
ters to come and deal with the men who 
were seeking the Lord. 

Thus these seventy years without inter- 
ruption, day after day, this work has been 
maintained. 

Here for more than two generations 
thousands have brought and left their 
burdens, to take away a song. How many 





discouraged by the problems and obstacles 
in their Christian experience of business 
life have found the solace and comfort 
they needed. Many who have been des- 
perately sick have been raised from beds 
of pain to health and vigor. Others of 
the Lord’s servants in need of material 
help have been definitely assisted. 

The meeting has been favored these 
many years in its speakers. Almost every 
outstanding preacher or evangelist of note 
at sometime has spoken here. Not only 
have Christians been “built up in the most 
holy faith,” but not a few have come to 
know the Lord in a real and vital way 
hitherto unknown to them. 

On September 23, 1927, this meeting 
will celebrate its seventieth anniversary. 
Rev. Cortland Myers, D.D., of Los An- 
geles, has been invited to be the main 
speaker and other clergymen and business 
men have signified their intention to take 
part in the proceedings. There will be two 
sessions each day from 12 to 1:30, and 
7:30 to 9:00 Pp. M., commencing Wednes- 
day noon, September 21, and continuing 
through Friday evening, September 23. A 
cordial invitation is extended to all God’s 
people to come to what bids fair to be one 
of the outstanding events in the spiritual 
life of New York this fall and winter.

Religiously Controversial 


Controversial periods are not immediate- 
ly constructive. Controversy may be 
necessary—a student of Christian history 
must recognize this fact. There is a sense 
in which the New Testament is a contro- 
versial book—the mighty movements that 
ushered in seasons of spiritual blessedness 
and moral good in society were invariably 
the outcome of a constructive controversy. 
Controversy has been likened to chemical 
action cleansing the dross from the pre- 
cious metal of Christian truth and practice; 
the time element is a mighty factor in a 
controversial age. We must wear our 
glasses for distance and all utterance 
should be tempered in the light of the 
ultimate results. 
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In controversy there are some things to 
be avoided. If a necessity should arise for 


“naming” for which there seems to be 


New Testament precedent, the minister in 
a controversial age ought not under any 
circumstances to “call names.” John 
Humpstone, in his book, Man and Message 
in the first chapter “Athanasius Preaching 
and Controversy,” records, “The sincerity 
and candor of his athanasius conduct in 
controversy are undeniable. He would 
have only honest methods; such arguments 
as he conscientiously felt accorded with 
truth. Heat there was in his fulminating 
eloquence, but always light as well, and, 
at the point of danger, restraint.” How 
true it is that courtesy no less than con- 
viction is required, if controversy is to be 
called Christian. In other words, I make 
a distinction between naming and calling 
names. 

The young minister further observes that 
ours is 
A Disjointed and Materialistic Age 

We see history repeating itself. The 
disintegrating forces that destroyed the 
proud empires of the past are at work, 
threatening the foundation of our moral 
structure. 

There is a difference between the bet- 
terment of an age by advancing civiliza-

tion and the betterment of an age by spirit- 
ual and moral power. While on the one 
hand, we observe the advance of science 
and material progress, we are forced to 
admit withal that growing materialistic 
tendencies abound. They are beginning to 
express themselves in the most blatant 
forms of unbelief and leveling their prop- 
aganda at the youth of our land. I am 
ministering in a community at one of our 
educational centers, and was recently 
shocked to discover that a society for the 
propagation of infidelity is entrenched in 
our schools, sowing the seeds of rational- 
ism, irreligion and anarchy. A scholar of 
national repute said in our city the other 
day, that Europe was passing through a 
“psychic revival.” The new discovery 
of her soul consciousness, together with 
her prejudices and hatreds, is expressing 
itself today in preparation for war as a 
defense measure growing out of existing 
suspicions. The world seems to be suf- 
fering from some sort of a nervous com- 
plex. The prophecies of the World War 
days of the dawn of a utopian age, seem 
ludicrous in the light of the present set- 
ting of the stage. 

In the light of these conditions, the 
minister may well ask, “Who is sufficient 
for these things?” And in quiet confidence 
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he must hear “the still small voice” out 
of the shouting and tumult of our age, and 
in the power of the all-conquering Christ, 
take his place in the fray until the victory 
promised is assured. 


The One Thing Needful 


There are many things advantageous to 
the Christian minister. There is, however, 
one thing needful. In a conference with 
preachers, this question was raised follow- 
ing the reading of a paper on the ministry. 
“What do you consider to be the chief 
weakness of the ministry of today?” Many 
answers were given, viz., “Lack of leader- 
ship,” “Poor administration,” “Lack of 
conviction in the pulpit,” “Inadequate prep- 
aration for preaching” and others. My 
personal reaction to the question was: 
“The chief weakness of the ministry of 
our day is our 
lack of preaching 
power.” The min- 
ister of today is 
the victim of a 
pressure that 
tends to make of 
him a_ business 


manager. The 
mechanics of 
modern = church 


life have robbed 
us of the dyna- 
mics of preach- 
ing power. In 
every age of de- 
clension it was 
the pulpit’s 
preaching power 
that held in check 
the disintegrating 
forces of society, 
.and ushered the 
new day of sav- 
ing health. When 
the pulpit lost its 
power, society 
lapsed into indif- 
ference and spir- 
itual death. If 
what I have said 
be true, then ours 
is a_responsibil- 
ity akin to that 
of the prophet of 
old, “Son of 
man, I have made thee a watchman unto 
the house of Israel; therefore hear the 
word at my mouth, and give them warn- 
ing from me. When I say unto the 
wicked, thou shalt surely die; and thou 
givest him not warning, nor speakest to 
warn the wicked from his wicked way, to 
save his life; the same wicked man shall 
die in his iniquity; but his blood will I 
require at thine hand.” 


Sensing the Lack of Power 

Efforts are fade to acquire preaching 
power. With some the emphasis has been 
placed on adornment, logic, literary skill, 
niceness, ‘polished expression—cold light. 
Others have fallen into the temptation to 
follow the fads of the age, and accom- 
modate their preaching to the moods of 
the people. Others have discovered, and 
some too late, that the quest for popularity 
has robbed them of preaching power. The 
pew will sense this lack of pulpit power, 
though unable at times to define the cause. 
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A strong preacher of old London, Thomas 
Phillips, tells of a brilliant young man who 
came to listen to him preach. He had 
drifted away from all organized religion, 
and become a disciple of Rudolph Steiner. 
Phillips asked him, “Why?” His reply, 
he affirms, was challenging: “I attend 
your churches, and you ministers discuss 
social questions, and to one who has taken 
his degree in economics your preaching is 
crudely amateurish. Or else, you work out 
Christianity as a problem in algebra with 
x equal to y, and y equal to z. Scores of 
us would attend worship again if you only 
gave us an authentic report from the un- 
seen.” 

“That is what the world is hungering 
for,’ said Thomas Phillips, “an authentic 
report from the unseen, a gospel and a 
revelation. I want to preach,” said he,

“like the apostle Paul and bring to my 
congregation clusters of grapes freshly cut 
from the vines of God.” 

This last winter, I made a test in my 
congregation. Slips of paper were dis- 
tributed to all present. They were to ask 
me the most pressing question upon their 
minds and hearts. An unusually large 
percentage of this congregation is made up 
of young men and women, and to my sur- 
prise, their questions centered around the 
vital problems of faith and practice; not 
one foolish question was asked, very few 
controversial. : 

I teach a young men’s Bible class each 
Sunday, and a part of the lesson period 
is given to answering questions. I have 
in the class students from Ann Arbor and 
local schools and colleges. Again their 
questions are of the same character. 

During this past winter, one of our 
young women’s classes held a party. Mrs. 
Johnson and I were invited, and I was 


informed that a question box would be 
opened and the questions given me to an- 
swer. Imagine my surprise, when for two 
hours I attempted to answer those ques- 
tions, and not one of them on evolution! 
I expressed surprise to which they re- 
sponded, “We want those certainties that 
will answer our spiritual yearnings. We're 
tired of speculations.” 

Our business is to champion the spirit- 
ual possibilities of man, and amid the glit- 
tering deceptions of a passing world press 
the claims of Jesus Christ to the fore- 
front, preparing “not only to the life that 
now is, but that which is to come.” There 
are experts in every other field, but we 
are alone in this. If we fail, society will 
fail utterly. It was Isaac Watts who 
said, “That is a good sermon which draws 
my heart nearer to God; which makes the 
grace of Christ 
sweeter to my 
soul, and the 
commands of 
Christ easy and 
delightful. That 
is an excellent 
discourse, indeed, 
which enables me 
to mortify some 
unruly sin, to 
vanquish some 
strong  tempta- 
tion, and weans 
me from the en- 
ticements of this 
lower world, and 
bears me above 
all the disquiet- 
ude of this lower 
life; which fits 
me for the hour 
of death and 
makes me desir- 
ous of appearing 
before Jesus 
Christ my Lord.” 


What Is 
Preaching? 


Who is there of 
us who does not 
want to be able 
to preach in pow- 
er? I heard 
Dr. George W. Truett tell of a pastor 
who had given himself as a martyr to what 
he thought to be the way of success in 
the ministry. He was in a_ surburban 
church. He plunged into everything that 
was going on in the life of the commun- 
ity. He was a member of several clubs, 
and known as a good mixer. He would 
go down to the depot to meet every pas- 
senger train. At last, exhausted and dis- 
appointed when the church died on his 
hands, so to speak, he leaned over the pul- 
pit one Sunday morning and in mournful 
tones exclaimed, “My dear people, you 
know how I have tried everything under 
the sun to make this work go, with so lit- 
tle results”; then enumerating his tireless 
activities, he concluded in a wailing tone, 
“Ts there anything else that you know of 
that I might have done?” A stillness set- 
tled over the congregation, broken by the 
remark of one who, in a low but impres- 
sive tone replied, “I don’t know, pastor, 
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what more you might have done, unless 
you might go down and meet the freight 
trains!” 

| attended a conference of ministers 
last fall or early winter. They were dis- 
cussing the question, “What can we do 
to get people to attend our services.” They 
had another question that they called, “The 
problem of the prayer meeting—is it worth 
continuing?” After a good deal of discus- 
sion, One minister said something to this 
effect, “Brethren, we have had a profitable 
time together, but I have a conviction that 
much of the fault lies with us. The fact 
of the matter is we labor in ‘fleshly 
energy’ but lack spiritual power.” 

You may not agree with me, but I be- 
lieve that the ministry of today is in no 
small way responsible for the dearth of 
spiritual power in our churches. I further 
believe that a way to restoration of spirit- 
ual power, missionary expansion and de- 
nominational unity is through the one 
thing needful in the ministry; viz. a 
restoration of preaching power. I am a 
conservative, a fundamentalist, yet I be- 
lieve the church of Jesus Christ today is 
suffering perhaps as much from a dead 
evangelicalism and a dead orthodoxy as 
from heterodoxy. A dead orthodoxy and 
heierodoxy alike, because dead, are the 
bane of the modern church. With Paul 
we say: “Our sufficiency is of God who 
hath made us able ministers of the New 
Testament; not of the letter, but of the 
spirit; for the letter killeth, but the spirit 
giveth life.” 

Two Questions 

First, What shall we preach? Second, 
How shall we preach? It is imperative 
that we have a message. It is of equal 
importance that we know how to preach, 
yea, perhaps of greater importance, since 
the man may have the message, and mar it 
in the preaching. 

What shall we preach? There is but 
one answer, “But we preach Christ- cruci- 


fied, unto the Jews a stumbling block, and 
unto the Greeks foolishness; but unto them 
which are called, both Jews and Greeks, 
Christ the power of God, and the wisdom 
of God.” We are not responsible for 
the message; we will be held responsible 
for its delivery. The message fits right 
into the self confessed needs of our age. 
Let us preach Jesus Christ in all His re- 
demptive glory. Preach the Christ of the 
Gospels, but do not stop there; preach 
Him risen and ascended. Preach the 
Christ of the Epistles in all His exalted 
glory. For such a privilege and_ task, 
young ministers are called from among 
the sons of men to proclaim. Then ours 
is more than a human task, it is all that 
to be sure, but more. 
Spiritual Power Needful 


The preacher either makes or mars the 
message from God to man. Preaching is 
not alone the exercise of an hour. It is 
the outflow of a life. The utterances of 
the preacher are effective only to the de- 
gree that his life is effective. Emerson’s 
philosophy is timely here, “What you are 
is of more importance than what you 
say.” The apostolic answer to the ques- 
tion of the phenomenon of the mighty ac- 
complishments through preaching power 
was, “The manner of men we were among 
you in the power of the Holy Ghost.” 

I sat beside a minister in an evangelistic 


_ conference who said to me, “I’d like to see 


the man who could make a stir among 
the dry bones of my church. That church 
is so dead, there isn’t an undertaker in 
town who would bury it.” I said, “Per- 
haps you killed it.” 

Preaching cannot rise in its life-giving 
forces above the man. The trinity of com- 
bination in preaching power is the mes- 
sage, the whole man, and the power of the 
Holy Spirit of God. 

The Power of the Holy Spirit of God 

We are occupied, I fear, too much with 
the mechanics at the possible expense of 





the dynamics. Since Pentecost God has 
always had His men upon whom the 
Spirit’s transforming power rests with 
transmitting force. Jesus said, “Ye shall 
receive power after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you, and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me.” Our Lord’s own word is 
dunamis from which we get our English 
word “dynamite.” The power of the 
promise is not power exerted so much, as 
power possessed, inherent power. His pre- 
resurrection promise become post-resurrec- 
tion power by the presence of the Holy 
Spirit, through transformed men. Is not 
this the age of the Holy Spirit’s adminis- 
tration? It is His mission to glorify 
Christ, making the Word of God “quick 
and powerful,” and the Cross of Christ 
the radiant point of salvation, “the power 
and wisdom of God” to men. 

Our age needs preachers like him who 
received his commission from the risen 
Lord, to “open the eyes of men and to 
turn them from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan unto God.” Such 
power cannot be described or analyzed. 
It is the man in spiritual presence, “en- 
dued with power,” being “clothed upon by 
the Holy Ghost.” Such power is felt in 
language, action, often in countenance; a 
radiation of Christ’s spiritual presence 
through the transformed personality. 

Oh! that we might receive that touch 
divine during this commencement week, 
and go out and preach under the impulse 
and inspiration of the Holy Spirit, and in 
that power preaching to save the lost, and 
hasten the day, when the once thorn- 
crowned head shail wear the crown of 
empires; and the hands once pierced and 
bleeding to pay the debt of sin, shall sway 
the scepter of righteousness, and “the 
knowledge of the Lord shall cover the 
earth as the waters cover the seas.” 

I crave anew for myself and for my 
brethren of the ministry the one thing 
needful, the Spirit-filled life in preaching 
power. 


The Voice That Endures

S THIS unseen audience, near and 
far, listens to voices never heard 
before, and which will likely never 
be heard again by all, let us think 

of the voice that endures. 

Such a voice is described in John 1:23: 
“T am the voice of one crying in the wilder- 
ness, Make straight the way of the Lord.” 

John the Baptist was one whom people 
traveled far and laboriously to hear. 
Mostly they went afoot, walking through 
heat and dust. The better off had the 
small advantage of riding donkeys. It was 
tiresome business at best, traveling in that 
time. Yet the people sought out that voice, 
nevertheless, in crowds, in multitudes. 

In a sense all that John had for them 
was “the voice.” It was not the day of 
writing and printing, but of speaking. No 
newspapers, no letter writing, but word 
of mouth only for most purposes. In that 
day the voice was in a class by itself. In 
our time the day came when we were told 
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that speech had given way to print. The 
day of speaking, of oratory, it was said, 
had passed. Yet, now in our time, with 
newspapers and books and printed matter 
and letter writing in abundant profusion, 
the voice comes back to its own. The radio 
and the invisible audience, which no man 
can number, have worked the transforma- 
tion. 


Not Merely a Voice 


This was not merely a voice, but “the 
voice.” We think of John as a rough man, 
roughly dressed. Whether his voice was 
rough or rich, strident or smooth, we do 
not know. It may have been all of these. 
We do know, however, that it fell upon his 
world with a tremendous impact, as if it 
were a steam-hammer on a world scale. It 
not only jarred on some people, but it 
jarred them. “The voice” set up a concus- 
sion and a tremor that have not yet passed 
away, for we are thinking of that voice 


now. It has endured. What made it last 
like that? 

He was, you note, “the voice of one” ;— 
not of many, nor of a society, nor an or- 
ganization, nor a movement. The air 
abounds in these latter voices now. Some- 
times such voices are well worth hearing, 
but they are never personal, like “the voice 
of one.” Personality moves the world 
when it is moved. There is no society, nor 
organization, nor movement really worth 
while except when a worth while person- 
ality, a devoted individual, sets it going or 
keeps it going. Selfish societies, selfish or- 
ganizations, selfish movements, we have of 
various sorts, some of them making profits 
in the name of service, and even the air 
may be at times filled with their propa- 
ganda. It is a part of our modern “effi- 
ciency” to multiply them. But this ancient 
voice was “the voice of one,” and being 
“the voice of one” there was neither con- 
flict nor confusion in what the voice said, 
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and it was unselfish. That “voice of one” 
endures while millions of other voices have 
been swallowed up in eternal silence. 

“The voice of one crying in the wilder- 
ness, Make straight the way of the Lord.” 
Punctuation here has concerned some folks. 
Are we to understand that the “crying” was 
“tm the wilderness” or that the “making 
ready” was “in the wilderness’? The 
simple matter of placing the comma can 
settle this, one way or the other. But 


Why Bother with the Comma? 

Why not pass up the dispute and let both 
meanings lie in the statement? “The voice” 
did, in fact, cry in the wilderness,—in the 
deep and often desolate valley of the Jor- 
dan, far away from all centers of popula- 
tion. Also “the voice” led to making 
straight “in the wilderness” this “way of 
the Lord.” There was another wilderness 
then of contending factions, of clashing 
theology, and incredible social inequality, 
and great unrest, strewn also with the re- 
mains of a petrified religious ritual. Today 
“the way” lies through just such a wilder- 
ness. Today we have no deeper nor higher 
questions than did the people then. Differ 
as the questions may in appearance, the 
substance is the same. Only flesh and blood 
questions last; and however differently we 
dress them now or house them now, the 
flesh and blood questions beneath the gar- 
ments are the same. 

“The voice” declared then, without quali- 
fication or uncertainty, that mankind must 
have another way. And John charted it, 
and led many into it. The Master and 
Judge of men said later that it was a good 
job. “Among them that are born of 
woman,” said He, “there is none greater 
than John.” He was, the Master said, even 
“more than a prophet.” Now, this way, in 
that time, was to be “made straight.” 


John Went Straight 


The gate to this way was repentance, 
and to that one gate “the voice” pointed 
Pharisee and Sadducee, the rulers and the 
ruled, the masters and the servants, the 
soldiers, the multitude, and even the 
despised publican. Beyond that gate lay the 
gospel, both individual and social, but re- 
pentance came first. 


And “the voice” endures. John was un- 
selfishly forgetful of himself when he 
stripped himself of everything except 
“voice.” Later, he was forgetful of him- 
self when he said of the great Guide wko 
followed him: “He must increase, but I 
must decrease.” Unselfishly forgetful of 
both himself and his fame, we nevertheless 
remember him yet. That voice is immortal 
because its message was immortal. 


In two chief ways the people of today 
are moving. Most of them are in the way 
of business, and in the way of pleasure, 
broadly speaking. Business fills twenty- 
four hours a day and often seven days a 
week. The business world was never so ef- 
ficient nor so powerful as now. Its de- 
mands upon those who make modern busi- 
ness what it is were never so inexorable 
as now. And because business is both suc- 
cessful and profitable the means of pleas- 
ure, so-called, have been added to and ex- 
panded. Consequently life is crowded, life 
is under pressure, so that the lament goes 
up all about us that we “have no time.” 
These are not the best ways. When the dis- 
tractions and the hubbub are ended, what 
then? When, at last, the busy day is 
hushed, what then? When pleasure no 
longer pleases, what then? 


And so today, through our wilderness, 
the other way is to be made straight. Lis- 
ten, will you, for “the voice” in 1927 that is 





crying “in our wilderness to abandon our 
lesser ways and “make straight the way of 
the Lord.” Not a few would call such a 
voice foolish. Listen for the voice now 
crying, either to the people of the crowded 
places or to those in the unpopulated wil- 
derness, that they must repent and bring 
forth fruits meet for repentance. Not a 
few would call such a voice old-fogyish. 
Listen for the voice now crying that 
straight through our wilderness of business 
and of pleasure, our wilderness of high- 
speed and of high-pressure the way of the 
Lord shall be made, turning neither to the 
right nor to the left, but blazing a new, and 
yet an old, trail. Some would call that, 
and rightly so, revolutionary. 


The Way of the Lord 


Like every straight line, the way of the 
Lord will be found the shortest distance 
between the two desired points. The com- 
promisers turn aside here and there, seck- 
ing the line of least resistance. The modi- 
fiers and the supplanters substitute alto- 
gether ways of their own devising. But 
“the voice of one crying in the wilderness, 
Make straight the way of the Lord” calls 
for straight ahead. Rough traveling or 
smooth, in sun or in shade, up hill or down, 
does not matter: “Make crooked things 


‘straight before him.” This way will cut 


across and divide, and ‘sometimes wholly 
supersede some ways of business. It will 
cut across and divide, and sometimes wholly 
wipe out some ways of pleasure. But it 
will be a highway in which the redeemed 
shall walk with singing, and no ravenous 
beast shall go up thereon. 

We may therefore believe that the 
voices which in this day are crying in our 
wilderness, forgetful of self, and sub- 
merged in a true message, are the echoes 
of the immortal Voice. 


Why Companionate Marriage Will Not Work

riage will not work because it ts based 

upon a false premise. It reminds me 

of the man out West who said he was 
going to overcome the evil modern dance 
by promoting moral modern dances. I told 
him that as soon as he accomplished that, I 
would raise skunks that have no odor— 
and I do not claim Burbankian abilities 
either. You cannot make a modern dance 
—so called—moral as long as the principle 
is immoral. Modern dances appeal to the 
lower propensities of mankind, and to 
make them moral you must remove the 
principle. After that is done they are 
modern no longer, so the term becomes an 
inconsistency. 

It is impossible to build a steadfast 
house on a sand bed. To construct a 
house that will not fall, a rock foundation 
is essential. You cannot develop sobriety 
by encouraging drunkenness. The com- 
panionate marriage is adultery or fornica- 
tion. This with its attendant evils is 
emphatically denounced in Holy Writ. 

A friend of mine has taught in the 
schools of the Philippine Islands for years 
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| N THE first place, companionate mar- 


and has traveled extensively on the Islands. 
He told me of the practice marriages of 
some of the natives, but those people have 
not come to a place in present civilization 
where they are qualified to rule them- 
selves. A people who cannot rule their 
passions can rule little else. 

2. In the next place, this kind of mar- 
riage formula will not succeed because 
of a vital inconsistency involved in the 
principle. The ideal stimulates that which 
it seeks to do away with. It steps on the 
gas when it means to put on the brakes. 
Its efforts for harmony result in greater 
discords. It tries to blow out the fire and 
discovers that it is fanning the flame. 
Most of the unhappy homes today are 
those of parents who “had their fling” be- 
fore the marriage vow was taken. 

It is a well supported fact that girls who 
have been engaged the most often before 
marriage are the hardest to suit in mar- 
riage. A desire in the guise of love 
possesses them to such an extent, that 
any partner, no matter how ideal, becomes 
an intolerable bore. The wanderlust has a 
hard time settling down to brass tacks. 


It is well nigh an impossible job to picket 
a globe trotter. 

3. This companionate marriage program 
will not work because it is developed from 
a degenerated position. I knew a man 
in Nebraska who said that he would not 
lose his boys or let them get away from 
him. He pursued the policy of being com- 
panion of all their acts. He followed all 
the way, and while he did not lose the 
boys, they lost for him all that he had 
previously counted as sacred standards of 
morality. The law did not start on the 
basis of iniquity. It came because of it. 
If our children are doing wrong they 
should not be protected in their errors. 
They tell us to safeguard them in their 
sin, but the gospel tells us to save them 
from their sin. The machine is headed 
in the wrong direction. It is talking about 
constructive uphill work and all the while 
it is doing destructive downhill work. 

The difficulty with the companionate 
marriage program is that it is trying to 
help men keep the law by making the law 
less severe. It is trying to lower the bars 
to do away with the condemnation of those 
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who fail to attain the high standards. The 
tragedy is that it endeavors to pull the 
world down to a standard, rather than up 
to a standard. 

4. Nothing ever permanently works 
that is self destructive. This new pro- 
gram is projected by a sacrilegious prac- 
tice. Sacrilege is self-destructive. The 
companionate marriage necessarily, like 
fornication and adultery, destroys that 
which is in itself holy. Purity, cleanness, 
and virtue are youth’s chiefest and most 
beautiful asset, and no lasting good has 
ever come from profaning the sacred. 

The cry may come that the new pro- 
gram will do away with incompatibility, 
but compatibility is a matter of disposi- 
tion. Before the “incompatible” can get 
along with anyone he must attain a cer- 
tain quality of character. The man who 
leaves one partner for another usually 
finds as many faults and drawbacks in the 
new connection as in the old. The secret 


of happiness lies in Paul’s discovery of 
learning to be content in any state. Char- 
acter does not change with environment, 
but environment will change with char- 
acter. If incompatibles will change their 
characters harmony will result. 

5. In the last place, such marriages are 
made without divine approval. Sin can 
make some seemly progress but will not 
eventually succeed. The wages of sin is 
death, and not victory of human diffi- 
culties. The defiance of divine law is de- 
grading and not upbuilding. Nothing will 
eventually succeed without the divine en- 
dorsement. Making sin right by legisla- 
tion does not make it right, neither does 
it solve the problem that touches so vitally 
the source of human life. History and 
nature prove that the more polygamous in 
practice—the man or the beast—the sooner 
comes extinction.

Joseph’s Three Great Tests 
of Regenerated Manhood

ERE is a marvelous drama! 
Joseph, the eleventh son of 
Jacob, is a unique and almost 
flawless character of the Scrip- 
tures. 

He must have experienced the new birth 
early in life. Although carefully nourished 
in a good home and petted by a loving 
father, he was not spoiled, and at the age 
of seventeen appears to have been an over- 
seer of his father’s affairs. But Joseph as 
capable and prosperous manager of his 
father’s flocks in Canaan, would never 
have been heard of outside of his own 
neighborhood. Joseph as slave boy raised 
to premier of Egypt however, goes down in 
history as one of the world’s greatest char- 
acters. Therein lies the thrill of the story. 

Joseph’s advancement in position and his 
dreams of ascendency over his brothers 
and even over his father and mother, 
caused that jealousy on the part of his 
half-brothers which developed into bitter 
hatred and murderous plotting. Only Reu- 
ben’s timely intervention kept them from 
carrying out their horrible plan to do away 
with him. Instead he is sold as a slave to 
the Ishmaelites and carried into Egypt. 
Thus begins his first great 


Test of Adversity 

His father’s love and his favorable po- 
sition in life cannot help him now, but his 
deep piety stands him in good stead, and 
his dependence on God carries him through 
to ultimate triumph. 

Twenty years after their wicked deed an 
awakened conscience causes the brothers 
to exclaim one to another, “We are verily 
guilty concerning our brother in that we 
saw the anguish of his soul when he be- 
sought us and we would not hear.” Grief 
over his betrayal and degradation, the sep- 
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aration from his home and loved ones, and 
the injustice of it all might have led to 
bitterness in Joseph’s heart. But to the sub- 
missive spirit, under the blessing of God, 
severe adversities may react to sweeten the 
life and make it noble and Christ-like. 
Such was the case with Joseph. 

Even the two years neglect of the butler 
to fulfil his obligation to him does not 
seem to have caused the depression of 
spirits to which such neglect tends. If 
Joseph experienced this there is no hint of 
it in the inspired record, 

Passing the terrific test of long years of 
hard adversity, he emerges fit for the life 
work which God has marked out for him. 
His great native ability has undergone the 
refining fire. However, there is another 
test to which a great leader must be put 
before he is fit for high responsibility and

Sex attraction is the strongest lure to the 
human. Joseph was manly, intelligent and 
had a fine personal appearance. Strange 
that bad people should covet the good, and 
are never satisfied until they have dragged 
them down to their own level. They find in 
an erring saint a plausible excuse for their 
own sins. 

The seductive Mrs. Potiphar is repro- 
duced in a thousand forms today, and 
young men need moral perspicuity, prin- 
ciple, and stamina to withstand her. Only 
the crucified, risen, victorious Christ en- 
throned in the heart is sufficient for these 
things. 

Persistency is Mrs. Potiphar’s middle 
name, and her constant onslaught will either 
toughen the moral fibre to a stronger re- 
sistance or break down the power of re- 
sistance completely. Unless one is morally

secure let him keep out of the households 
of the Potiphars. 

Blindness to the advantages of yielding 
to the tempter could never have been the 
case with Joseph. Rather was it patent 
to the lonely Hebrew slave that there was 
unexpectedly opened to him a quick way to 
ease, luxury and gratification. 

How easy it is to prostitute splendid 
abilities to inferior or ignoble uses! Yet 
Joseph, a type of Christ, like His wonder- 
ful prototype in the wilderness, rose above 
it all magnificently victorious. Noteworthy 
is the fact, that nowhere does the record 
suggest that Joseph ever complained of or 
accused the woman. He appears to have 
left her judgment entirely in the hands of 
God. 

The question, Does it pay to be godly? is 
well answered in Joseph’s career. Let it be 
clearly apprehended, however, that Joseph 
was godly from principle and not from ex- 
pediency. He never stopped to consider 
whether it would pay in coin of this world 
or not. He was out to be God’s man, come 
what would, and God saw to the reward, 
as He always will. 

Then there is the supreme test of any 
man, 


The Test of Prosperity 


He nobly stood the other two, will Jo- 
seph be able to stand this? Maturity, poise, 
stability characterize him at the age of 
thirty. Raised to the highest position of 
responsibility in the world at the time, his 
mental and moral equilibrium seem never 
to have been disturbed. Sudden advance- 
ment is frequently accompanied by exalta- 
tion, the saddest of all failures; but it was 
not so with Joseph. 

The narrative is graphic and thrilling. 
He had waited thirteen years for this. His 
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dreams are rapidly being fulfilled. Honor, 
authority, affluence, high marriage, an im- 
posing home, fine raiment, in fact all that 
this world could give, were his. “Go to 
Joseph,” was the slogan of Pharaoh and 
the empire. Temptation to pride, arrogance 
and revenge naturally. follow such con- 
ditions. It is preposterous to assume that 
Joseph did not have his battles with the 
tempter. 

Criticism of his apparent brusqueness to- 
ward his brethren when they came from 
Canaan after food, and of his long and so- 
called hard-hearted grilling of them before 
the final revelation of himself to them, 
will probably vanish after a careful study 
of all the Scriptures bearing on the life 
of Joseph. Humorous, pathetic, sad, almost 
tragic scenes are enacted, but Joseph shows 
himself complete master of the situation at 
all times. History and experience would 
justify Joseph in exercising care that his 


brothers be fully prepared for the import- 
ant disclosure that their hated, abused and, 
so far as they knew, dead brother stood be- 
fore them. 

A convicting conscience is a rough bed 
fellow. After three days in ward some con- 
fessions were forthcoming. Memory car- 
ried them back over the years and they 
suffered pangs anew which no doubt they 
had often tried to stifle. 

There was an objective in all this. The 
difficulty would be to get Jacob to consent 
to move down into Egypt. 

In some things Joseph may have erred, 
but no doubt his course in the main was 
right, and God thus used him to achieve 
great results in the preservation of the 
Jewish race to bring the Messiah into the 
world. He was premier of Egypt for 
eighty years, dying at the ripe age of one 
hundred and ten, and as long as he 





lived the Israelites were well cared for, 

Exhibitions of the grace of God in the 
production and development of genuine 
character through severe tests are all too 
rare. Thank God for all in every age like 
Joseph, who displayed such virtues as faith 
inspired by and vindicated in the working 
out of the dreams; patience in all manner 
of details over the years; forgiveness ex- 
emplifying balanced character in his rare 
combination of mellowness and firmness; 
self control in many exigencies; moral 
strength and nobility of character ap- 
proaching grandeur; scrupulous honesty, 
remarkable and transparent; great wisdom 
surpassing all the men of his time, mani- 
fested in interpreting, in planning, in man- 
aging and conserving. 

Altogether Joseph stood the tests of life 
grandly. “He endured as seeing him who is 
invisible,” and like his father Abraham, he 
“saw Christ’s day and was glad.” 


The Earthquake in Palestine

OU have no doubt read of the 

catastrophe that has befallen the 

land of the Redeemer. There will 

be reports in the papers, but I feel 
it would interest you to have a report 
from a missionary standpoint. 

On Monday afternoon, July 11, at 3:05 
p. M., while I was in my study, an awful 
and peculiar noise disturbed me. Before 
one had time to think, there followed a 
shaking, not a mere tremor, but a move- 
ment to and fro, up and down. There was 
no need to inform one that this was an 
earthquake. 

We set out at once to ascertain what 
damage had been incurred. We went down 
to our garage and found the car in order, 
and to Acre, ancient Akko, we went. The 
city was shaken, but providentially no lives 
were lost. The magnificent Mosque built 
by Jazaar Pasha over 130 years ago had 
been struck. The entrance hall was almost 
split in two and there were minor dam- 
ages inside. Other buildings were also 
damaged, particularly the ancient castle, 
which had been repaired and was used as 
a prison hospital. 


Jerusalem Shaken 


We learned that Jerusalem was shaken, 
some houses struck, and strange to say, 
not so much the old houses but the most 
magnificent and the best. For example, 
the High Commissioner’s court, that won- 
derful building on the top of Mount 
Scopus, which yas built by the Germans 
and was well known as the Kaiser’s palace, 
has been badly damaged. The damage 
done, if it can be repaired, will cost at least 
fifty thousand pounds ($250,000) to put 
right. The Jewish University, which is 
not very far from Government House, also 
suffered severe damage to the building and 
heavy loss, especially the Institute of 
Chemistry and its valuable instruments. 
The exact extent of the damage has not 
been ascertained. Though there were 
many injured, our heavenly Father spared 
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the lives of the people there. 

Jaffa sustained little damage, but Ludd 
and Ramleh suffered heavily in houses and 
loss of life. 

The railway train going up the high 
mountains of Yarmuk was caught in a 
landslide. Rocks fell from both sides and 
the train came to a standstill. Though 
there was some minor damage to the train, 
yet in a wonderful way lives were spared. 
The civil secretary, now acting High Com- 
missioner, Colonel G. H. Symes, C. M. G., 
D. S. O., with his A. D. C.’s were on the 
train and the Lord graciously protected 
them. The train had to remain till it 
could be dug out, but the passengers were 
removed safely. : 

Jisr el Mujamia, the bridge crossing 
the Jordan, was damaged and so was the 
Allenby bridge and the near-by station. 
Jericho suffered badly, the hotel fell and 
some tourists even were killed. Rainey 
suffered much, and quite a number of oth- 
er places. 


Nablus Suffered the Most 


From all the information which we gath- 
ered we learned that Nablus, the ancient 
city of Shechem, suffered the most. We 
therefore proceeded, as servants of the 
Master, on an errand of mercy. We did 
not realize what was before us, nor had 
we experienced anything of this sort be- 
fore and we only took very little with us 
in our car. When we reached Nablus, we 
found for the first time that the reports 
were far from exaggerated, but they fell 
short of reality and did not prepare us for 
what we were to see. We found the city 
shaken to its foundations and actually in 
ruins. The fact is that there is not one 
house left there in the ancient city which 
has not been struck except a few of the 
new houses on the outskirts. 

It was an awful sight. It was difficult 
to travel and where one could possibly 
pass, it was not safe. We found the 


British Palestine gendarmerie busily at 
work. The Government hurriedly sent 
some from Jerusalem and from Haifa, be- 
cause what was needed there was cool- 
headed Britishers to take charge, as natur- 
ally the Eastern people soon lose their 
heads at such calamities, which to their 
minds are visitations from God. Through 
the kindness of these gendarmerie we were 
able to go to places where we could view 
with safety, as houses were still falling. 
Rescue parties were busy under the control 
of the British Palestine gendarmerie; the 
native gendarmerie also doing yeoman and 
heroic service. The people that were left 
had to be cleared out of the houses and 
though terribly scared and anxious to save 
their lives, yet all wanted to take some of 
their belongings away with them, and it 
was the hardest thing for these officers 
and men to get the people out. Over fifty 
bodies have been recovered and the good 
people were already burying them. 

It was a sad sight; no one can estimate 
even now how many hundreds are still 
under the debris. 


3,000 Injured 


The official conservative estimate of 
actual dead is between 600 and 700, but 
of course nothing will be known till the 
debris has been removed. The number of 
injured is over 3,000. The actual amount 
of loss of property one can hardly esti- 
mate. The paper said hastily a quarter of 
a million pounds ($1,250,000), but the same 
paper states that the loss in connection 
with the Mosque of Omar and the Tem- 
ple area is over £100,000. Government 
House alone is £50,000, not to mention the 
Jewish University and other buildings in 
Jerusalem which alone would account for 
nearly the quarter million. To my mind 
the damage done in Nablus alone will 
amount to over one million and a conserva- 
tive estimate of the loss in Transjordania 
would be about two millions. 
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Nablus being a very old city, with very 
narrow streets and high buildings, it is 
not easy to remove debris. When one 
removes one stone, ten others are ready to 
fall on the top of it. The only way pos- 
sible is to dynamite some of the broken 
buildings. The officers were busy planning 
which should be dynamited first, without 
jisturbing any of the old

A City in Motion 

It was an awful and 
terrible sight, a city of 
20,000 all in motion, 
every man, woman and 
child that was left car- 
rying something on their 
heads, on their backs, 
in their hands; one car- 
rying a bed, a mattress, 
a canopy, a wardrobe, 
but the majority con- 
tented themselves with 
carrying some preserved 
food which the people 
are accustomed to can 
during the summer for 
winter. Every camel, 
donkey, horse and cart 
available assisted in the 
flight. Then again, the 
poor people though in 
fear of their _ lives, 
would steal in between 
the soldiers and run to 
their ruined houses to 
get something more of 
their belongings to take 
away, and the trials of 
the officers and men 
were many. Yet all 
were sympathetic, because nobody could 
help feeling heartfelt sympathy. Outside 
the city was an extraordinary mix-up. Ly- 
ing in heaps were all kinds of imaginable 
things that the people had saved. Some of 
the wealthy ones who had conveyances 
went off to the villages, but the poor people 
had to content themselves with an abode 
under the trees, anywhere where they could 
find shelter from the terrible burning sun. 

In the village of Rafidieh, which is 
almost Christian, not a home is left that 
has not suffered damage, but providential- 
ly the divine protection was given to the 
bodies of men there. The whole popula- 
tion is living in the open air, under the 
trees, with provisional tents and like pro- 
tection. The village of Rafidieh has not 
only its own people around there, but all 
the poorer inhabitants of Nablus. One at 
once realized what is meant when we 
were advised by the living Word of God 
to pray “that these things might not hap- 
pen in the winter.” It would have been 
an awful thing for these people if their 
terrible calamity had happened in the 
winter. ° 

What can one do when one finds one- 
self in the midst of such a_ terrible 
catastrophe, with very little available to give 
immediate relief? All the bakehouses were 
destroyed, no one to bake, no shops open, 
and the great need was bread. Providen- 
tially, it is the time of the fruit season. 
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Deep Fissures on the Shore of the Dead Sea 


found the heart doors open and while we 
were speaking and praying, a message came 
that the Jewish municipality of Tel Aviv 
had sent two motor loads of bread and a 
gift of money. The people were touched. 
Nablus was the city that refused, in 1919, 
1920 and 1921 to have any Jews there. 
The poor people were led by unscrupulous 
and misguided agitators. Now they saw 
that in their greatest needs the Jews were 
there for aid. The Government also sent 
some relief, other municipalities followed 
with some messages of sympathy and a 
little relief. That great-hearted Jew of 


is in a terrible economic 
state just now. There 
are thousands of unem- 
ployed. It is a crisis all 
over and we cannot ex- 
pect at this present mo- 
ment, even with the 
greatest sacrifices they 
will make, that our peo- 
ple will be able to help 
the poor sufferers who 
are without homes, and 
something will have to 
be done before the win- 
ter comes. 


No Shelter for Win- 
ter 


The chief thing that 
we personally are anx- 
ious about is not so 
much the immediate re- 
lief, because every one 
will give from those 
who are spared to bring 
some bread to the peo- 
ple and to satisfy their 
immediate wants, but 
what about shelter for 
the winter? We have 
sent off our missionary, 
Paul Doany, who him- 
self is a native of Rafi- 
dieh, with as much 
bread and flour as 
we can spare, to help the Christian people 
there, because they are few in number, 
and their share of the relief funds will 
come to very little, so we thought that 
our duty is towards them at the present 
moment. On Monday morning I am pro- 
ceeding again to see what can be done 
there, and I am hurriedly penning this let- 
ter to you and will make some copies of 
it to send to other friends, hoping that the 
Lord may lead you to pray for us to aid 
and guide us how to be of service to those 
who have been called to suffer at this 
present time.

“Japan has a great student army, 600,- 
000 strong. Four of Tokyo’s universities 
alone enroll 33,000. There are more stu- 
dents in the higher educational institutions 
of this city than in the whole of the British 
Isles. These students are the Japan of 
tomorrow. As they go so goes Japan. If 
the Christian church in the homelands fails 
to bring the impact of the gospel upon 
these creative groups today, she loses her 
opportunity of Christianizing Japan to- 
morrow.

INTERESTING MORAVIAN 
HISTORY 


The Moravian Missionary reminds us 
that August, 1927, should be a memorable 
month in Moravian history. August 13, 
1927, marks the two hundredth anniversary 
of the missionary society of that little band 
of exiles, a number of whom had come 
from Bohemia and Moravia, some of whom 
were direct descendants of the ancient 
Unitas Fratum, who still clung to the 
faith of their fathers. It was in that re- 
vival in 1727 that the missionary spirit of 
the modern Moravian church had its be- 
ginning. It is quite true that it was not 
until five years later, August 21, 1732, that 
the first foreign work of the renewed 
Unitas Fratum—a mission to the Negroes 
in St. Thomas, West Indies, was actually 
begun. 

Stories of the beginnings of Moravian 
missions on St. Thomas have often been 
told, but they are worth repeating over 
and over again. Of the two missionaries, 
Hutton, in his History of Moravian Mis- 
sions, says, “The first, Dober, was a Luth- 
eran from Wurtemberg; the second, 
Nitschmann, was a Moravian from Zauch- 
tenthal. The two elements of which the 


renewed Moravian church was composed 
thus joined hands to begin the work of 
foreign missions. 


Let us not despise them 








as igngrant mechanics. While Leonard 
Dober was only a potter, and David 
Nitschmann only a carpenter, yet there 
were not two men in the world more 
fitted for their task. Each had a clear 
conception of the gospel; each possessed 
the gift of ready speech, and each knew 
exactly what gospel to preach. 

Sometimes we hear the story that these 
men went out to St. Thomas and served 
as slaves among the Negroes in order to 
win them for Christ. They did not do 
this, and in fact could not have done it, 
as white men were not permitted to work 
as slaves, but the story, no doubt, had its 
origin in the reply made by Nitschmann 
to Von Pless, the King of Denmark’s 
Chamberlain. Von Pless asked, “How do 
you intend to earn your living?” “As 
slaves among slaves,’ was the reply. 

The next man, Frederick Martin, was 
the real founder of the work. He had 
been imprisoned for his faith in a Roman 
Catholic village in Upper Silesia, but in 
1736, he broke through his guards and 
fled to Herrnhut. A few weeks later he 
was appointed to succeed Leonard Dober 
in St. Thomas, and so successful were 
his efforts that Zinzendorf called him “the 
apostle to the Negroes.” 

Moravian missions in the West Indies 
have been so signally blessed of God that 
at the present day the churches have over 
18,000 communicants, and a total Sunday- 
school enrolment of nearly 16,000. 





TIDINGS FROM SOUTH CHINA 


We quote the following from a letter 
from Miss Florence Drew of the South 
China Boat Mission, addressed to the Mis- 
sionary Union of the Moody Bible In- 
stitute : 

“Your gift of fifty dollars for the work 
among the boat people came to hand about 
a week ago, and we certainly thank you 
very, very much for this and for your 
continued interest in the work here. We 
are glad you have not relinquished your 
interest in China because of the conditions 
that have existed here for the past year. 
It is true, indeed, that many missionaries 
cannot be at their posts, but still in most 
places the native workers are doing what 
they can to carry on the work until the 
missionaries do return. We are able to 
carry on our work in Canton just as form- 
erly. Ever since May we have been back 
there, and there has been no hindrance 
whatever to our work. Everything is quiet 
and peaceful, the people are very friendly, 
and no anti-foreign or anti-Christian spirit 
is manifested. We have been surprised 
to see how willingly they come to meet- 
ings and what good attention they give 
to messages. It was not this way, of 
course, when the Reds were in power, but 
now that the anti-Reds have control things 
are very different. We only hope they 
will be able to continue in power. There 
is still a ban on missionaries going to the 
interior places, and the American consul 
has not yet given permission for women 
to go, but since things are so peaceful I 
cannot see any reason for this ban, and 
hope that it will soon be taken off. We 
have a new gospel boat built specially for 
country work. It will be ready in a few 
weeks, and we are trusting, the Lord will- 
ing, to move it to different country places

THINGS MISSIONARIES HAVE 
DONE

the successful church, spiritually and ma- 
terially, is the church that is most actively 
engaged in missionary enterprise. 

Missionaries have done more than any 
other one class to bring peace among sav- 
age tribes. 

All the museums of the world have been 
enriched by the plants, animals, and prod- 
ucts of distant countries collected by the 
missionaries. 

It was the missionaries who discovered 
the Moabite stone, thus unlocking the rec- 
ords of a forgotten empire, and the Nes- 
torian tablet, by which a new chapter in 
early Christian history was recovered.— 
The Methodist Protestant.

For a clergyman to remain within the 
membership and even the ministry of a 
church whose doctrines he repudiates, is 
evidence of a lack of stamina which must 
fall beneath the contempt of all normal-

Preparations are now being made in 
England and America for the. celebration 
of the three hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of John Bunyan in 1928. 

Dr. William H. Matthews, general sec- 
retary of the American Tract Society, re- 
cently returned from Bedford, England, 
where he went at-his own expense to 
secure material for the tercentenary cele- 
bration in America. He has made avail- 
able such material for ministers who ex- 
pect to speak on “Pilgrim’s Progress” or 
John Bunyan. It can be secured by writ- 
ing to the American Tract Society, 7 West 
45th Street, New York, N. Y. 

The Society expects, as a part of its 
plan for the celebration, to raise a fund 
of $25,000 to print new editions of Pil- 
grim’s Progress in many languages.

BIBLE INSTITUTES 

Bible institutes have become quite nu- 
merous in this country. They may be 
generally described as schools, which lay 
special emphasis on teaching the English 
Bible and training for religious service. 
There are now about fifty of these insti- 
tutes. They are owned and controlled by 
independent, self-perpetuating boards of 
directors. Some of them are well equipped 
and well endowed. Rev. Dr. David R. 
Breed, of Western Theological Seminary, 
in the Biblical Review of July, shows that 
these institutes are almost without excep- 
tion sound in the faith and are teaching 
the great foundation truths of the Bible. 
Dr. Breed secured reports from twenty-six 
of these institutes, and he finds that they 
have an enrolment of 18,492 students. The 
larger part of these are in the correspond- 
ence departments, and yet those who attend 
the institutes are quite numerous. The 
largest of these schools reports an actual 
attendance of 1,500 with an enrolment of 
10,000 in its correspondence department. 

It is a source of gratification that so 
many young people are taking courses of 
study to fit them for active Christian serv- 
ice. And it is also gratifying to know that 
they are being given sound instruction — 
Presbyterian of the South. 





SHUTTING DOWN THE PICTURE 
SHOWS 

Through the strike or lockout which 
closed Chicago’s motion-picture theaters, 
many thousand persons suddenly were con- 
fronted by the necessity of providing them- 
selves with unaccustomed forms of amuse- 
ment or entertainment. 

One of the best substitutes for the 
movies is, of course, the reading of good 
books, which many cinema addicts almost 
completely neglect. It is unfortunate that 
the custom of reading in the family cir- 


cle is dying out. Another agreeable al- 
ternative is music which, intelligently prac- 
ticed, contributes immeasurably to the en- 
joyment of family home life. And to 
many persons the shutting down of the 
films gives the opportunity to resume the 
long abandoned practice of making social 
calls and cultivating the neglected but by 
no means negligible art of conversation. 
The list of substitutes, of course, might 
be extended indefinitely. 

A brief respite from the flickering films 
will do the public’s eyes no harm. And 
agreeable alternatives to evenings at the 
motion-picture houses are abundant and 
readily found if discriminatingly sought.— 
Chicago Daily News. 





HAMPDEN-SIDNEY COLLEGE 

Hampden-Sidney College, Virginia, has 
sent out six hundred ministers of the gos- 
pel and medical missionaries to nearly ev- 
ery country on the globe. It has sent 
forth an astonishing number of able and 
distinguished educators, physicians, law- 
yers, statesmen. Up to 1919, the largest at- 
tendance in any one year was 155, and 
the average attendance through the years 
was about one hundred. 

Since 1919, when the college was offered 
to, and accepted by, the Synod of Virginia, 
the student body has grown nearly 300 per 
cent, the faculty is more than doubled, 
and the candidates for the ministry and 
medical missions have increased 600 per 
cent. In this same time, the physical plant 
has been revolutionized; buildings and 
grounds have been renovated, and this lit- 
tle college has today one of the best 
equipped plants in the South. Few col- 
leges equal it in buildings and laboratories 
for the teaching of the sciences. 

It is a significant fact that Hampden- 
Sidney is patronized by parents of the 
Episcopal, Methodist, and other denomi- 
nations, because the teachings here are 
wholesome and safe. The college stands 
definitely for the Bible as the very Word 
of God. There is no straddle or compro- 
mise in its Christian teachings. 

Are Christian leaders needed today both 
in the pulpit and in the pew—men who 
know what they believe and whom they 
believe, and who go out from Hampden- 
Sidney not only capable of giving a definite 
reason for the faith they hold, but willing 
and able to take an active part in Christian 
work? Hampden-Sidney is sending forth 
that kind; and it would send out more of 
them if it were better supported.—Presby- 
terian of the South. 





WORTH CULTIVATING 


Said a pastor recently: “I never attend 
the meetings of the young people. I have 
more important things to do.” We are con- 
vinced that he was wrong. Personally 
we believe that no pastor can do anything 
more important than be deeply interested in 
the affairs of his young people even to the 
spending of many precious hours with them 
which, in his estimation, might be put to 
more immediate practical use. It is a com- 
mon platitude that our young folks con- 
stitute the future of the church. In view 
of the many temptations and diversions 
that confront -the growing generation and 
the general spirit of unrest that pervades 
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the ranks of youth, the pastor and the 
other officials of the church are seriously at 
fault if. they fail in every way possible 
to cultivate the interest of the young folks. 
We know of pastors who appear at meet- 
ings only to give admonitions or to ask 
for funds. Their appearance immediately 
causes a dampening of the youthful spirits 
and a hush of restraint falls upon the 
meeting. When innocent sociability is 
interrupted by the cry: “Pipe down, the 
minister is coming,” something is radically 
wrong in the relationship between the pas- 
tor and his young folks. Our young people 
have their problems and they need and 
want guidance and understanding. They 
really want to work constructively but 
they are looking for leadership. It nat- 
urally devolves upon the pastor to supply 
it. He must be able to interest himself 
in their affairs, not as an act of patronizing 
condescension, but as one of them who 
considers their projects distinctly worth 
while—American Lutheran. 





HOW TO READ THE NEWSPAPER 


Some years ago I heard a student of his- 
tory tell how to read the newspaper. The 
gist of it was that if one would read the 
first paragraph (not the headlines) he 
would get the essence of each article, for 
it is the art of the reporter to catch the 
interest in this way. For those who would 
be informed without wasting too much pre- 
cious time the suggestion is not without 
value. 

Another method of more import is 
said to have been indicated by Spurgeon, 
who suggested reading the papers in the 
licht of the Bible to see how God is work- 
ing in the world. The other day the papers 
reported that a man in Philadelphia said 
the world is facing momentous changes in 
the next fifty years. But the same thing 
has been said by Bible students and has 
been ridiculed even by preachers as wild 
speculation. Why will many believe this 
newspaper report? Because it is in the 
news and because it is said by a scientist. 
But how does he know? Sun spots! He 
has studied the correlation of sun spots 
with world changes over a long period of 
years. But students of prophecy have 
studied over even a longer period of cor- 
relation of Bible prophecies and world 
changes and their anticipations of the fu- 
ture ought therefore to be at least as re- 
liable as those based on sun spots. The 
capture of Jerusalem was but an incident 
of the Great War to many, but hardly to 
those who pray for the peace of Jerusalem. 
The remarkable gathering of Jews to 
Palestine is but a newspaper commonplace 
to most folk, but read in the light of the 
Bible it takes on new significance. 

It was heartening in the days when deep 
gloom was everywhere in the land of the 
Allies to have a friend say that Ger- 
many could not win. But his reason so- 
bered one. For this deep student of proph- 
ecy said she was outside the old Roman 
I:mpire and never again would there be a 
world empire after Rome till the Stone 
smote the image upon its feet. 

The war “made the world safe for de- 
mocracy.” But did it? Is there as much 
democracy in the world as before the war?

We are 
living in an age of easy divorces, in which 
in the various states, ten per cent, twenty 
per cent, and even forty per cent as many 
divorces as marriages occur. This is a ter- 
rible blemish on our civilization as to the 
sacred institutions of marriage and the 
family, and there must be a change or we 
shall be on the rocks. So this easy sus- 
pension of members from our churches, 
and the loss of these members, must be 
stopped or terrible days are before us. 

It is a matter demanding the serious 
and strenuous attention of every pastor 
in each and every one of our churches. 
He who says he is too busy to give his 
time to such details fails to apprehend 
the essential duty of a pastor or shep- 
herd which is to look after the sheep of 
his whole flock. Christ gave us a parable 
about a shepherd who had a hundred sheep, 
and of these one wandered away and was 
lost. Instead of pruning his roll and set- 
tling down cozily with his tidy flock of 
ninety-nine, he searched for it until he 
found it and brought it back upon his 
shoulder rejoicing, and in so doing set an 
example for all the ages, after Christ’s 
own heart, of how not to “prune the church 
roll.” It is not so much the fine sermon 
to the ninety and nine, as it is the heart- 
breaking care for each wandering sheep 
that is the essential mark of the good shep- 
herd. O for the same anxiety on the 
part of every pastor, seeking that not 
one member of his whole church be lack- 
ing from the sacred circlet entrusted to 
his care! The pastor’s faithfulness is, after 
all, the absolutely essential element de- 
manded to secure the spiritual vitality and 
success of the churches and the church.—

Should a young woman who is a church 
member, but who is not a Christian, with- 
draw her membership? 

Answers: (1) We do not recom- 
mend this individual and unresponsible 
translation, because either the Authorized 
or the American Revision is much better. 
If you compare Romans 3:21-26 in that 
translation, you will see how the work of 
Christ upon the cross is minimized. The 
Goodspeed translation omits all thought of 
propitiation for sin through the blood of 


Christ. This is an instance of inaccuracy 
and seemingly of intentional perversion of 
teaching. (2) If by salvation you mean 
being born anew and from above by the 
Holy Spirit, our answer is in the affirma- 
tive but such an one would not later refuse 
to live a Christian life. (3) By all means. 
Why should such an one have any desire 
to remain in a company whose beliefs she 
does not hold? For the sake of honesty 
let her withdraw.

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GOD IN NATURE 


In a still, sultry autumn day, as you 
walk through the fields, your attention is 
arrested by a tiny sound at intervals, like 
an explosion in miniature, and a few sec- 
onds after, a shower of tiny balls falls 
upon the ground. It is the bursting of 
seed-pods in the sun. The casket that con- 
tains the seeds of some plants is composed 
of four or five long, narrow staves joined 
together like cooper work, but without the 
hoops. The staves are glued together at the 
edges, and the vessel so constructed is 
strong enough to contain the seed till it is 
ripe. But if the seeds were retained be- 
yond that, the purposes of nature would be 
thwarted.

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October 9 
Elijah Hears God’s Voice 
1 Kings 19 

Golden Text :—Wait on the Lord, be of 
good courage, and he shall strengthen thine 
heart.—Psalm 27 :14. 

This lesson story proves Elijah to have 
been a man of like passions as we are 
(James 5:17). We should approach it 
with intelligent consideration. By getting 
God’s attitude toward His servant we shall 
escape the contemptible attitude or blunder 
of preachers and teachers in general. 


I. Elijah’s Flight (vv. 1-14). 

Upon Ahab’s return from the excite- 
ment on Mt. Carmel, he told his wife all 
that Elijah had done, that even all her 
prophets had been hewn to pieces by the 
sword. This so enraged her that she sent 
a message of death to Elijah, who seems 
to have been waiting at the gate (vv. 1, 2). 
This was clearly a bluff on Jezebel’s part. 
Why did she not send the executioner 
while Elijah was waiting instead of threat- 
ening to do so the next day? Though 
Elijah had courageously stood before the 
king and the priests of Baal, he now cow- 
ered before this woman, and fled for his 
life. He seems to have failed at his strong- 
est point. Let us beware lest when we 
think we stand, we fall (1 Cor. 10:12). 

1. Elijah under the Juniper tree (vv. 
3-7). 

The juniper tree was a shrub of the 
desert which afforded shelter and protec- 
tion to travelers from the burning sun by 
day and the cold wind by night. 

(1) His request (v. 4). 

This was that he might die. This was 
no doubt a foolish thing for him to say, 
but let us be as considerate toward him 
as was God. The discouragement, and 
even despondency, of Elijah, was due to 
the nervous strain of nearly four years of 
unusual service for God, which culminated 
on Mt. Carmel. Such nervous reaction 
is to be expected, and surely the heart of 
this lesson will be missed unless we see it 
in that light, and see God’s tenderness 
toward his overwrought servant. 

(2) God’s tender treatment (vv. 5-7). 

(a) He gave him sleep (v. 5). “He 
giveth his beloved sleep” (Ps. 127:2). 
The Lord knew that Elijah needed sleep, 
not medicine. 

(b) He sent an angel to cook Elijah’s 
meal (vv. 6, 7). The angel of the Lord 
is usually understood to be the second 
member of the holy Trinity. If this be 
correct, then we see Jehovah-Jesus prepar- 
ing food for His servant Elijah, as He 
afterward did for His discouraged disciples 
by Galilee (John 21:19). God again gave 
him sleep, and at the proper time again 
gave him food. How like a tender mother 
God’s heart goes out to His discouraged 
children! Though Elijah wanted to die, 
God had something better for him, for in 
a later day he met him with the “chariot 
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of the Lord” and took him to heaven un- 
touched by death. 

2. Elijah at Horeb (vv. 8-14). 

God had kindly ministered to his dis- 
couraged prophet so that he would be in 
a fit condition to receive the needed in- 
struction and _ correction. Elijah had 
erred in running away from his field of 
ministry. Just as God nursed back to 
health this child of His, so many a father 
has nursed back to health an erring and 
runaway son before issuing the needed and 
just word of reprimand. 

(1) God's interview with Elijah in the 
cave (vv. 9, 10). 

(a) God’s question, “What doest thou 
here, Elijah?” (v. 9). This was a sting- 
ing rebuke, though most kindly given. It 
implied that His appointed messenger was 
now far away from the field of duty. 
Elijah was not where God wanted him, 
but God sought him where he was. How 
blessed to know that “a God-forsaking 
saint is not a God-forsaken saint”! 

(b) Elijah’s answer (v. 10). Elijah 
tried to vindicate himself by asserting his 
jealous loyalty to God—because of this 
the people had not only rejected his mes- 
sage and dishonored God, but had sought 
to destroy him. 

(2) God's interview with Elijah on the 
mount (vv. 11-14). 

While standing before the Lord on the 
mount, God caused a mighty demonstra- 
tion of wind, earthquake and fire to pass 
before him, to show him the nature of the 
work which he had been doing for God, 
and to show him what was lacking in his 
work for the fullest attainment of suc- 
cess. Elijah had about him much of the 
whirlwind, earthquake and fire. His work 
had been terrifying and alarming, but it 
lacked in gentleness and love. This object 
lesson in the ways of God’s working is a 
needed message for this age, which is so 
wonderfully characterized by noise and 
clamor. The world is not “taken for 
Christ” by the energy of the flesh and the 
enthusiasm of conventions and committees, 
but by the quiet hearts who go forth pro- 
claiming God’s Word in the energy of the 
Holy Spirit, trusting Him to do the work. 

II. Elijah’s Return (vv. 15-18). 

Though Elijah had erred, God brought 
him again into His service. How com- 
forting to know that God does not reject 
His servants because of their failures in 
times of despondency! He deals with them 
after the motive of their hearts. Elijah 
was nourished and instructed by the Lord 
and then sent on a high mission. God is 
a perfect psychologist. He took Elijah 
out of himself by giving him a new com- 
mission. The most healing ministry is that 
of work. Many bereaved ones have been 
lifted out of themselves by active ministry 
to others. Before God would come in His 
chariot to take Elijah home, He sent him 
upon a threefold ministry: 


1. To anoint Hazael king over Syria 
(v. 15). 

2. To anoint Jehu king over Israel 
(v. 16). 

3. To anoint Elisha as his own suc- 
cessor in the prophet’s room (vv. 19-21). 





October 16 
Elijah in Naboth’s Vineyard 
1 Kings 21 

Golden Text:—Be sure your sin wil! 
find you out——Numbers 32:23. 

I. Ahab Covets Naboth’s Vineyard 
(vv. 1-6). 

1. Location of the Vineyard (v. 1). 

It joined Ahab’s summer home in Jez 
reel. He wanted to transform it into a1 
herb garden and thus round out his prop 
erty. 

2. Ahab’s Proposal (v. 2). 

He offered to buy it outright for money, 
or give in exchange a better one. Ahab’s 
wish was selfish. 

3. Naboth’s Refusal (v. 3). 

It was for a twofold reason: (1) Re- 
gard for the paternal estate;: (2) obedi- 
ence to God’s law (Lev. 25:23-28, cf. 
Num. 36:7-9). It doubtless would have 
been profitable to Naboth to have sold 
his vineyard, but loyalty to God was more 
important to him than money. His refusal 
was on conscientious grounds. A king has 
no right to ask his subject to violate his 
conscience. 

4. Ahab’s Behavior (v. 4). 

He came into his house, lay down upon 
his bed and refused to eat. The king was 
sulking like a spoiled child. Frequently 
men pout and sulk over little disappoint- 
ments, or because they cannot have their 
own way. Let us learn that “godliness 
with contentment is great gain” (1 Tim. 
6:6) 

5. Jezebel’s Inquiry (vv. 5, 6). 

Apparently she came with the sympathy 
of a wife, inquiring as to the cause of his 
behavior. But when she knew of Naboth’s 
refusal she was violently angry. That an 
humble subject should refuse to conform 
to the desire of the king was an insult 
which she would not brook. 


II. Ahab’s Seizure 
Vineyard (vv. 7-16). 
1. Jezebel’s Treachery (vv. 7-15). 

(1) Her contemptuous question (v. 7). 

She taunted him for his cowardice. The 
fear of being thought weak moves a weak 
man quickly. Scorn is a powerful weapon 
in the hands of unscrupulous people. Many 
persons, especially boys and young men, 
are turned from the pathway of right 
through the sneers of godless companions. 
They are turned away from reading the 
Bible and going to church, and are induced 
to drink, smoke, etc. 

(2) Her exhortation to Ahab (v. 7). 

“Arise, eat bread, and let thine heart be 
merry.” A wife has great influence over 
her husband. Many a man has been saved 
from discouragement and subsequent de- 
feat through his wife’s influence. Un- 
fortunately in this case the influence of 
the wife was bad. Jezebel was notorious 
for her wickedness. Bad women destroy 
many men. They are in many instances 
the Devil’s angels, leading men from the 
path of virtue down to hell. 
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(3) Her promise to Ahab (v. 7). 

“T will give thee the vineyard of Na- 
both.” She now took matters into her 
own hands. 

(4) Her wicked scheme (vv. 8-15). 

She wrote letters in Ahab’s name, sealed 
them with his seal, and sent them to the 
elders and nobles who were dwelling in the 
city with Naboth, asking them to proclaim 
a fast, as though some great calamity had 
befallen the nation, and place Naboth be- 
iore the public as the one who was the 
cause of it all. They were instructed to 
tind two false witnesses who would testify 
avainst Naboth. The charge they brought 
was blasphemy against God and the king. 
Naboth’s only offense was his refusal to 
sell his estate. Perhaps his very piety 
had incited their enmity and they were 
glad for the opportunity to get him out 
of the way. Or, perhaps the dread of 
offending Jezebel, whose revenge was so 
terrible, caused them to carry out her in- 
structions to the very letter. When they 
had stoned Naboth and his sons to death 
(2 Kings 9:26), they came and told Jeze- 
bel, who in turn came to Ahab with the in- 
jormation and directed him to take pos- 
session of the vineyard. It was the custom 
ior the property of those who were con- 
demned to death for blasphemy to revert 
to the king. Jezebel cared nothing for the 
sins she committed in carrying out her 
plan in getting rid of Naboth. She was 
guilty of conspiracy, murder, robbery, per- 
jury and blasphemy. 

2. Ahab Goes to Jezreel to Take Pos- 
session of Naboth’s Vineyard (v. 16). 

Ahab had not killed Naboth, but he 
eagerly accepted the prize without inquir- 
ing as to how it was secured. Many today 
are like Ahab, too cowardly to commit 
wrong themselves, but willing to reap the 
benefits of the wrong-doing of others. To 
allow a wife or a partner in business to do 
wrong, is to be party to it. 


III. Elijah in Naboth’s Vineyard, 
Pronouncing Doom upon Ahab (vv. 
17-26). 

1. Judgment upon Ahab (vv. 17-22). 

Elijah told him the dogs should lick his 
blood in the place where they licked the 
blood of Naboth. It would appear that 
Naboth’s body was ‘thrown out to be de- 
voured by the dogs. Evil was to fall upon 
\hab and his posterity, and even to wipe 
out his seed and name. Ahab stood in that 
vineyard guilty of all the sins which Jez- 
ebel had committed, though he had been 
silent and inactive. God held him respon- 
sible for Jezebel’s acts, for he was king 
and head of the nation. The day of reckon- 
ing did come to Ahab (1 Kings 22:38). 
Ahab’s question to Elijah when confronted 
by him in the vineyard showed that his 
conscience was not wholly dead. 

2. Judgment upon Jezebel (vv. 23-26). 

She likewise should be eaten by dogs at 
the wall of Jezreel. This was literally ful- 
filled (2 Kings 9:33-37); “Be sure your 
sin will find you out”; “Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap”; not only 
for this act but for stirring up Ahab to do 
wickedly (v. 25). 

IV. Ahab’s Repentance (vv. 27- 
29). 

Because of this God promised to with- 
hold judgment during his lifetime. 
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October 23 
The Call of the Prophet 
1 Kings 19:19, 20; Amos 7:10-15; 
Isaiah 6:1-8 

Golden Text:—I heard the voice of the 
Lord saying, Whom shall I send, and who 
will go for us? Then said I, Here am I; 
send me.—Isaiah 6:8. 

Since the lessons for the quarter con- 
cern the work of the great prophets, a 
clear understanding of the meaning of 
“prophet” should be set forth. In Exodus 
7:1, 2, a biblical definition is given—“The 
Lord said unto Moses, See, I have made 
thee a god to Pharaoh; and Aaron thy 
brother shall be thy prophet. Thou shalt 
speak all that I command. thee; and Aaron 
thy brother shall speak unto Pharaoh.” A 
prophet, therefore, is one who speaks forth 
the message of another. A prophet may 
foretell events, but his primary business 
is to speak forth God’s message. 


I. The Call of Elisha (1 Kings 
19:19, 20). 

1. His Occupation. 

He seems to have been a well-to-do 
farmer, as there were twelve yoke of oxen 
in service when God called him. It was 
while engaged in his common duty that 
he received the divine call. Christ called 
fishermen, a tax gatherer, etc., while they 
were engaged in their common duties. 
Christ Himself was a carpenter. The 
implication is that Elisha was a godly man. 

2. How He Was Called. 

Elijah cast his mantle upon him as he 
passed by. Elisha understood this to mean 
that he was to take up the work vacated 
by Elijah. 

II. The Call of Amos (Amos 7:10- 
15). 

1. His Occupation (v. 14). 

He was a herdsman and gatherer of 
sycamore fruit. Doubtless his calling as 
a herdsman did not yield him a sufficient 
income, and he endeavored to supplement 
this by the selling of sycamore fruit. 

2. He was not a Prophet by Sutces- 
sion, nor Trained in the Prophetic Schools. 

He sat at the feet of no great teacher. 

3. God Called Him from His Humble 
Life to Stand before the King. 

God is not straitened for helpers. He 
raises up workers from unexpected quar- 
ters, fills them with His Spirit and sends 
them forth. 


III. The Call of Isaiah (Isa. 6:1-8). 

1. Isaiah’s Vision of the Lord (vv. 
1-4). 

No one’s ministry will ever be fruitful 
until he has had a vision of the Lord. 
The scope of his work and his power to 
perform service will be limited until he 
sees God. 

(1) He saw the Lord on His throne 
(v. 1). 

The supreme need of a servant of God 
is to have a vision of Him, and to see 
Him on His throne. Now, perhaps as 
never before, when the awful darkness 
is settling down upon the world, and the 
foundations of culture and civilization, in- 
stitutions and governments are tottering, 
we need a vision of the enthroned Lord. 
We need to see that He is above all. 

(2) He saw the seraphims above (vv. 
ae} 


Their position indicated that they were 
in readiness to do His bidding. Their 
equipment of six wings showed their 
ability to execute the divine will. In the 
divine presence, one pair was needed to 
veil the head from the divine glory, one 
pair veiled the feet which had been soiled 
in contact with the world, while the third 
pair was suspended in mid-air waiting to 
depart on the divine errand. As _ they 
waited in His presence their continued cry 
was, “Holy, holy, holy.” 

(3) He saw manifestations of mageety 
(v. 4). 

As the holy ones cried the very door 
posts moved and the Temple was filled 
with smoke. Smoke symbolizes the divine 
presence in anger (Exod. 19:8; 29:18). 
This indicated that the selfishness, idolatry 
and wickedness of Israel had provoked 
God’s wrath. 

2. Isaiah’s Conviction of Sin (v. 6). 

When he saw the vision of the holy God 
he was smitten with a sense of sin. The 
reason that men think well of themselves 
is that they have never seen God. Face to 
face with the Lord, Isaiah saw himself as 
wholly vile. He realized that he had 
sinned in speech, and if in speech, then 
in heart; therefore the cry of despair. He 
was not only guilty himself, but was living 
in the midst of a guilty people. 

3. Isaiah Cleansed from Sin (vv. 6, 7). 

Having been convicted of sin and made 
confession, a burning coal was sent from 
the altar which purged away his guilt. His 
penitential guilt was forgiven and re- 
moved. Only fire from God’s altar can 
purge us from our sins. 

4. Isaiah’s Call (v. 8). 

His call from God did not come until 
after his cleansing. ‘The purged soul is 
the soul ready for the Lord’s service. 
There must be cleansing before the indi- 
vidual is able to hear the call. 

5. Isaiah’s Dedication (v. 8). 

As soon as he was cleansed he quickly 
responded to the call for service. The one 
who has been sanctified and made meet for 
the Master’s service readily responds to 
the call of God. He did not inquire as to 
the issue, did not wait to see the end from 
the beginning, but freely gave himself up 
to that service. 

6. Isaiah’s Commission (vv. 9-13). 

Because of the unpromising outlook, 
Isaiah shrank from his responsibility. He 
saw the people steeped in selfishness, but in 
spite of that the Lord assured him that 
their blindness and sin would not continue 
forever. The people would continue in 
sin, be taken into captivity, and the land 
left desolate. Their life, however, would 
be as the oak which sheds its leaves and 
is for a time apparently lifeless but still 
retains its substance. The prophet is given 
to see under this figure that despite the 
deadness of the nation a remnant shall be 
saved. The holy seed of the kingdom shall 
come to fruitage in the last days. 
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Amos Denounces Sin 


(World’s Temperance Sunday) 
Amos 2:4-12 
Golden Text :—Seek good and not evil, 
that ye may live, and so the Lord the God 
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of hosts shall be with you as ye have 
spoken.—Amos 5:14. 

Amos, a shepherd and tradesman (Amos 
7:14, 15) was called to prophesy for God. 
He was neither in the prophetic line, nor 
trained in the prophetic schools. God is 
not dependent for His servants upon any 
school or system of training. He calls 
whomsoever He wills. Amos, a Jew, was 
sent to Israel; a stranger or foreigner 
sometimes will attract greater attention 
than one from the home country. 


I. The Sins of Judah (2:4, 5). 

In the first part of the book Amos sets 
forth judgments upon the surrounding na- 
tions for their sins. The aim doubtless 
was to show that there is no escape from 
God’s judgment. The nation or individual 
that sins shall surely be judged (Num. 32: 
23). “I will not turn away the punish- 
ment thereon.” 

1. They Despise the Law of the Lord 
(v. 4). 

To despise means to spurn, to disregard. 
To despise God’s law is an awful sin. It 
is a sin directly against God. There is 
no escape from judgment for such as do 
this (Heb. 10:28, 29). Those who in the 
theological chair and in the pulpit despise 
God’s law. shall as surely be punished as 
those who despise it in a life of profligacy. 

2. They Failed to Keep the Lord’s 
Commandments (v. 4). 

Disobedience logically follows the de- 
spising of God’s law. No blessing can 
come to the one who leads a life of dis- 
obedience. It not only robs of blessings in 
this life, but results in eternal destruction 
(2 Thess. 1:7-10). 

3. Their Lies Caused Them to Err (v. 
4), 

Because they despised God’s law they 
fell into lying errors. This is always the 
case. Doctrine and conduct are inseparable. 
Thinking wrong precedes doing wrong. 
This explains the present moral break- 
down. The only possible way to improve 
the morals of the age is to induce the right 
attitude towards God’s law. 

4. Judgment upon Egypt (v.-5). 

This was literally fulfilled a century and 
a half later in the capture of Jerusalem 
hy the Chaldeans. 

II. The Sins of Israel (2:6-8). 

The message of the prophet now comes 
directly to the northern kingdom. 

“Sold the Righteous for Silver” 
(v. 6). 

The judge, for a bribe of silver, declared 
the innocent to be guilty. A good illustra- 
tion of this is the history of Naboth. Such 
iniquities are not uncommon today in civil- 
ized lands. 

2. “Sold the Poor for a Pair of Shoes” 
(v. 6). 

Perhaps the word “shoes” means sandals, 
the price of which was comparatively 
small. Likely this refers to the practice 
of selling into slavery the debtor who could 
not pay for a pair of shoes which had been 
sold to him on time. 

3. “Pants after the Dust of the Earth 
on the Heads of the Poor” (v. 30). 

The word “pant” means to eagerly de- 
sire. So avaricious had these men become 
that they even grasped after the earth 
which the down-trodden poor cast upon 
their heads in their mourning because of 
their misery. 
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4. Turned Aside the Way of the Meek 
(v. 7). 

These headstrong, grasping rich men 
turned aside the meek; that is, those who 
would not stand up for their rights. 

5. Licentiousness (v. 7). 

So notorious were the immoralities prac- 
ticed that they were even guilty of incestu- 
ous prostitution. The maid: referred to 
seems to have been an immoral woman in 
connection with the idolatrous licentious 
worship of Astarte. This was not merely 
the case of falling into sensuous sin, but 
indulged in with the definite purpose of 
insulting God and provoking His holy 
name. What a picture this is of the licen- 
tiousness of the present age! 

6. Idolatry (v. 8). 

They not only frequented the place of 
idolatrous worship, but lay down on the 
clothes taken from the poor, and drank 
wine bought with the money extorted from 
the poor in unjust fines. The sin of idol- 
atry was thus aggravated. In connection 
with their worship, drunken debauchery 
was common 


Ill. 
9-12). 

God's manifold blessings and His good- 
hess is now presented in contrast with the 
base practices of the nation, in order to 
heighten the picture of their ingratitude. 
The best and only way to see the sinful- 
hess of sin is to see our deeds over against 
the background of God's goodness. 

1. Destroyed Their Enemies (v. 9). 

The Ammorite stands for all the power- 
ful peoples whom God removed from 
Palestine to make room for Israel. God 
has even done more for us, for our war- 
fare is not with flesh and blood, but with 
the principalities and powers. 

2. Delivered 
10). 

God set them free from the cruel slav- 
ery of the Egyptians. Every redeemed 
one has been set free from a more cruel 
bondage than that of the Israelites at the 
hands of the Egyptians (John 8 :34-36). 

3. Led Them for Forty Years in the 
Wilderness (v. 10). 

The wilderness wanderings is a most 
wonderful story, showing the tender and 
faithful leading of God. 

4. Raised Up the Prophets (v. 11). 

God not only bestowed great honor upon 
them in this, but favored them: in that their 
prophets were of their own offspring. The 
awful sin and guilt are here shown in that 
they not only turned them from their lives 
of separation but gave them wine to drink. 
What a picture of the actions of many 
today !

Amos Pleads for Justice 
Amos 5:1-27 


Golden Text:—Let judgment run down 
as waters and righteousness as a mighty 
stream.—Amos 5:24. 


I. Israel’s Desolation Predicted 
(vv. 1-3). 

Amos lamented over the doom which 
was to overtake the nation. Israel is called 
a virgin because she had never been sub- 


dued by any foreign nation (see Isa. 23: 


12). Her falling to rise no more sets 
forth the utter desolation and helplessness 
to which the Assyrians subjected the na- 
tion. From this captivity Israel never re- 
turned. Those who came back from the 
Babylonian captivity were largely from 
Egypt. The doom of Israel ought to be 
a warning to all the nations and people 
who turn from God. 


II. The Call 
(vv. 4-9). 

God through the prophet says, “Seek ye 
me and ye shall live.” The implication is 
that while as yet the divine judgments are 
not executed, an opportunity is offered for 
them to turn to God. Seeking means ap- 
plying for help. The time to repent is 
while judgment is stayed. In their turn- 
ing to God they were to renounce: 

1. Idolatry (vv. 5, 6). 

They were to turn away from the places 
of idolatry—Bethel, Gilgal and Beer-sheba. 
God’s judgment was to strike these places. 
He again urged them to seek the Lord and 
promised them life. 

On the other hand, if they would not 
come to Him for life He would be their 
destroyer. “Our God is a consuming fire.” 
The only One who can give life to those 
who seek Him is the One who can also 
destroy. 

2. Cease to Pervert Judgment (v. 7). 

“Turn judgment to wormwood” implies 
the bitterness of the perversion of justice 
to the injured. Justice is sweet, injustice 
is bitter; to cause the miscarriage of 
justice is most obnoxious to God. 

3. Cease to Dethrone Righteousness (v. 
7). 

“Leaving off righteousness” is thought 
to mean that unrighteousness was allowed 
to take its place. He now for the third 
time urged them to seek the Lord. In this 
third exhortation the Lord’s name is given 
with the following statement of some of 
His works: 

(1) “Maketh 
Orion.” 

(2) “Turneth the shadow of death into 
morning.” 

(3) ‘“Maketh the day dark with night.” 

(4) “Calleth for the waters of the sea 
and poureth them out upon the earth,” 
both in rain and deluge. 

(5) “Strengthened the spoil against the 
strong.” 


III. The Sins Committed by the 
Wicked Nation (vv. 10-13). 

1. They Hated the Judge Who Con- 
demned Their Wicked Practices (v. 10). 

2. They Abhorred Him That Spoke 
Uprightly (v. 10). 

This probably referred to the prophets 
themselves who told them of their sins 
and urged uprightness of life. 

3. They Trampled upon the Poor (v. 
a2). 

The rich built magnificent houses out of 
the proceeds extorted from the poor. What 
a picture of the conditions in our own day. 
The prophet assured them that God would 
interpose, so that though they built such 
houses and planted vineyards they would 
not be privileged to live in them, nor 
drink of the wine thereof. 

4. They Afflicted the Just (v. 12). 

This they did by taking a bribe. How 
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NABOTH is neighbor, the man who is nigh me, near to my dwelling or near 
to my life, he who is hindered or forwarded by me, lifted in blessing or 
buried in strife. Naboth is neighbor, and we are like Ahab if childish 
we covet what others possess; not helpful and giving as Ruth or as Ra- 
hab, but made to have more while our neighbor has less. Naboth is 
neighbor, and if, in our gaining, boldly we grasp what our neighbor con- 
trols, we are like Jezebel, ruthlessly reigning, slaughtering happiness, 
murdering souls. Where is Elijah? As, swiftly upon us, bearing Je- 
hovah’s implacable rod, into the vineyard so wickedly won us, sternly he 
enters, the prophet of God! ‘Enemy, enemy, now hast thou found us?” 
groaning we cry in a sudden despair. Quickly Elijah flings penalties 
round us,—ah, the bleak vineyard we fancied so fair! Yet, even yet, 
as we truly repent us, die to our selfishness, change it for love, see what 
a mercy the Saviour has sent us, see what a pardon from Heaven above! 
Here is our punishment, here is our labor, Naboth to quicken, recall and 
restore; giving ourselves for the love of our neighbor, glad to have less 
while our neighbor has more.

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THE STRONG TOWER 


“The name of the Lord is a_ strong 
tower; the righteous runneth into it and is 
safe.”—Proverbs 18:10. 

It has pleased God to reveal Himself to 
mankind in a variety of ways. By His 
works in creation, through His Holy Scrip- 
tures, by His operations in providence and 
grace, and supremely in and through the 
person of His Son He has made Himself 
known. 

Within these main channels of revelation 
there is again great diversity of method; 
and amongst them is that implied in the 
passage above quoted. God has, for the 
comfort of His people, revealed Himself by 
revealing His Name. 

1. Observe, then, that God has revealed 
His name for the comfort and protection 
of His people. “The name of Jehovah is a 
strong tower.” It was by this name that 
God specially made Himself known to the 
old covenant saints, but the revelation 
was introductory to further and fuller com- 
munications. Abraham came to rest in 
Him as Jehovah-Jireh—the Provider of his 
need. Israel in the wilderness learned that 
He was Jehovah-Rapheka—the Lord that 
healed her, and Jehovah-Nissi—the Lord 
who, when the enemy came in like a flood, 
could raise a standard against him. Amid 
the fears and turmoils of his time, Gideon 
found Him to be Jehovah-Shalom—the 
Lord his Peace. Jeremiah, who lived in 
days when Israel was reaping the bitter 
fruit of her sin, could yet proclaim Him to 
be Jehovah-Tsidkenu—the Lord her Right- 
eousness; and the concluding prophecy of 
Ezekiel heralds a day when Jehovah-Sham- 
mah shall return and dwell with His people, 
and the greatest glory of their city shall be 
that “The Lord is there.” 

Nor is God today other than when in 
Old Testament times He so comforted and 
strengthened His people. Still may we find 
His name in its manifold significance to be 
the assurance that all our need shall be met. 
Still may the righteous run into thts strong 
tower and be safe. 


2. But let it be noted that the protection 


_ of the divine name is for a specified person 


only. “The righteous runneth into it and 
is safe.” Who is the righteous man? From 
the standpoint of Scripture the title has a 
twofold application. The righteous man in 
the evangelical sense is the man “to whom 
the Lord imputeth not iniquity,” the man 
who has been brought by grace so to com- 
mit himself to the Saviour that for His 
sake and by virtue of His atonement he is 
freely justified. To be a justified sinner 
therefore carries with it the right to all 
that God’s name declares Him to be. Yet 
the evidence of justification is a holy life; 
and “the righteous man” of Scripture is 
always regarded as being practically right- 
eous as well as so by imputation. If there- 
fore (which God forbid) we should at any 
time abuse the grace that saves us, and be- 
come careless in our walk, let us beware 
lest we lose the privilege of the divine pro- 
tection; lest in our hour of danger we find 
the door of the Strong Tower closed 
against us. The solemn warning of the 
discipline which fell on the Corinthian 
church should never be forgotten by us (1 
Cor. 11:30). But the humble believer, 
walking as an obedient child with his 





Father, may with confidence declare “I 
will say of the Lord, he is my refuge and 
my fortress; my God; in him will I trust.” 


3. Yet the blessings set forth in the di- 
vine name are to be entered upon actively 
by prayer and faith. “The righteous run- 
neth into it.” Salvation is by grace, yet it 
operates through faith, and by no other 
means. The soul must be brought not only 
to believe the truth of the gospel, but to 
embrace it, to commit itself to it. So with 
every subsequent revelation of the pro- 
visions of grace. There must be belief 
in the truth of it, and commitment to the 
power of it. Do I value the name of the 
Lord as a “strong tower”? Then in every 
hour of my need, and in every aspect of my 
need, let me put my belief into practice and 
run into it. It shall not be in vain—E. J. 
Poole-Connor, in North Africa. 





“WORKS” 

Faith without works is dead.—James 
2:26. 

James, in one section of his epistle con- 
tained in chapter 2, uses the word “works” 
twelve times. The word signifies hard 
work, toil, doing things. 

1. A Question. 

“Though a man say he hath faith, and 
have not works can faith save him?” 
(v. 14). Saying without saintliness is a 
misnomer, for faith expresses itself in 
likeness to Him. 


2. A Lonesome Faith. 

“Faith, if it hath not works is dead, 
being alone” (v.17). A lonesome faith is 
a faithless faith, a tree without fruit, a pro- 
fession without a possession, and a body 
without a soul.

We commend the clearness of presenta- 
tion of material in the brief historical 
treatise and are surprised by its moder- 
ateness, for evidently the author has been 
under modernistic influence. As to pro- 
portionate treatment, the subject of Chris- 
tian unity is enlarged upon out of all pro- 
portion to its prominence in the early 
church. Several misstatements also are 
made. For example, he says that the 
apostles had been clothed with no sort of 
official authority, and that there were no 
other apostles except the first. (See Acts 
14:14). The author also regards John the 
Baptist’s conception of the kingdom as 
very imperfect. He believes the kingdom 
was a “new social order,” in which God is 
Father and all men are brethren. Expecta- 
tion of the sudden return of Jesus as King 
was “hurtful fanaticism.” According to 
his view Paul conceived of Christianity as 
a “new war of life.” “Loyalty to Jesus” 
was the “only condition of salvation.”

“PRAYER CHANGES THINGS” 


Looking back over the past year and 
recalling the many ways in which prayer 
has been answered for this department 
of the work, there are many, many rea- 
sons for thanksgiving. Originally when 
the license to broadcast was received for 
this station it was considered a cause for 
thanksgiving. Then when the Institute 
was assigned to “share time” with one of 
the other Chicago stations that station was 
so unusually anxious to co-operate that 
no difficulty was experienced in securing 
the hours considered to be advantageous 
to the Institute type of broadcast. Finally 
when the present Federal Radio Commis- 
sion was appointed by President Coolidge 
and so many stations all over the United 
States were in doubt as to the privileges 
which would be extended them in the mat- 
ter of wave length and power, the Lord 
again answered prayer and the Institute 
was given satisfactory consideration in 
this readjustment. 

Thus far only 500 watts of power have 
been used which, while satisfactory for 
some purposes, has not the range and ef- 
ficiency of higher voltage. It is necessary 
to take into consideration the many sta- 
tions now on the air and the interference 
which is caused especially by the stations 


of higher power. Special intercession in 
prayer therefore has been made for some 
time that the Institute might have the 
privilege of increasing its power. 

At a recent meeting of the Board of 
Trustees it was voted to proceed with the 
preliminary investigation work necessary 
with a view to increasing the broadcast- 
ing power if it was found to be feasible 
and practicable. Application was made to 
the Federal Radio Commission for a per- 
mit to increase to 5000 watts. Mr. Bel- 
lows, the commissioner for this district, 
gave assurance that there would be no ob- 
jection to this increase, and a construction 
permit was received from the Government 
in record time. 

Another definite indication of the Lord’s 
leading was evidenced in securing land 
for a suburban station. In looking over 
a desirable location in the vicinity of Ad- 
dison, Ill., inquiries were made and sub- 
sequently a purchase from the owner of 
a farm, who proved to be a Christian man 
very much interested in the work of the 
Institute and its Radio Department.

Commission requires that the transmitter 
apparatus and towers of W-M-B-I be 
located, outside of the residence district of 
Chicago. The location decided upon is in 
the vicinity of Addison, IIl., about twenty 
miles west of Chicago. The studios from 
which the programs will be conducted wil] 
remain in the Institute buildings. 

On a five acre tract of ground a little 
southwest of the town of Addison, the 20 
foot steel towers that support the aerial 
of the new station will be erected. The 
buildings and towers will be located near 
Lake Street, a concrete highway upon which 
as many as 10,000 automobiles pass to and 
from the city in a single day.’ On one 
tower is to be placed a huge electric 
sign bearing the call letters W-M-B-I, 
At night, therefore, as well as the day 
the towers and the call letters will be seen 
for miles around. 

The transmitter itself is to be housed 
in a brick building in which are also the 
living quarters for the station operators 
and their families. The transmitter, manu- 
factured by the Western Electric Company, 
is the latest development in radio trans- 
mitting: apparatus, and makes use of the 
new and powerful 5000 watt water cooled 
vacuum tubes. The tremendous power of 
these tubes is better understood when it 
is realized that 10,000 volts are necessary 
to supply power to the plates. This volt- 
age has the same function as the B bat- 
tery in your radio receiving set which is 
seldom over 90 volts. Such exceptional 
high power makes it necessary to keep a 
jacket of water around the tubes to pre- 
vent their melting in much the same way 
as an automobile engine is cooled by the 
water flowing. through the radiator. 

In order to have an idea as to the 
process of broadcasting one of the pro- 
grams under the new arrangement, it is 
only necessary to realize that a voice, either 
speaking or singing, in the radio studio 
at the Institute will be carried over a wire 
to the eighth floor of the Women’s Build- 
ing where by special apparatus the current 
will be greatly increased before being sent 
out over specially leased telephone wires 


to Oak Park, Ill., nine miles west 
of the Institute. Here the voice is again 
greatly amplified. At Addison, twenty 


miles west, it is amplified a third time and 
fed into the transmitter, and thence out 
on the air. 

The plans for the new station include a 
beautiful reception room for visitors, who 
will always be welcome. From this recep- 
tion room the transmitter will be plainly 
seen through plate glass windows. Beyond 
the transmitter will be seen the powerful 
generators and batteries necessary to sup- 
ply the current needed for the transmitter. 
The loud speaker in the reception room will 
enable the visitors to hear the program be- 
ing sent out on the air. 

The whole apparatus is the very last 
word in broadcasting equipment, and it is 
felt that W-M-B-I will take its place as 
the foremost Christian broadcasting station 
of the country. Work is being rushed, and 
it is hoped to have the inaugural program 
during Christmas week and possibly earlier. 


AN INVITATION TO CO-OPERATE 


The establishment of the proposed 5000 
watt station is a faith move and we are 
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dependent upon the Lord to send in the 
funds necessary to cover the expense. 
Doubtless there are many friends all over 
the world who will wish to have a share 
in this project and if the Lord lays it upon 
their hearts to give, the Institute will be 
happy indeed to receive their co-operation.

ALTERNATING CURRENT TUBES 


Among the newer develop- 
ments in radio receiving sets 
has been the introduction of 
the alternating current vacuum 
tube. The use of this new 
type of tube makes possible 
for the first time the opera- 
tion of a radio set without batteries. In 
the past there have been numerous attempts 
at producing alternating current tubes, but 
it is only within the last few months that 
really successful tubes have been put on 
the market. . 

Alternating current from the house 
lighting wires reduced to a iow voltage 
through a small step down transformer 
supplies the current for heating the fila- 
ments. Thus the “A” battery and charg- 
ing equipment is eliminated. Plate voltages 











pep 
“git” 
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for the tubes are obtained through a rec- 
tifying device or “B” eliminator. The 
“B” eliminator increases the house light- 
ing current to a high voltage, and changes 
it from alternating to direct current. Only 
the filaments of the tubes use the raw al- 
ternating current. 

There are a number of alternating cur- 
rent tubes on the market today. The fila- 
ment voltages used vary from one to five 
volts. The filament current of the new 
tubes is considerably higher than the direct 
current of the tubes in your present receiv- 
ing set. The greatest problem in using 
alternating current has been to eliminate 
the hum from the receiver. One type of 
tube makes use of a fourth element known 
as a heater which surrounds the filament. 
Alternating current from this “heater” in- 
duces heat in the filament proper, which 
in turn emits electrons and is free from 
hum. 

Some types of tubes have a five prong 
base and necessitate the use of a special 
socket. Others have the standard base, 
but have the heater terminals passing 
through the top of the tube. It can be 
readily seen that alternating current tubes 
are not yet standardized. The development 
period has not yet been passed, and much 
work in standardizing and perfecting these 
tubes must yet be done before they will 
come into general use. 

That this tube will eventually become 
widely used is most certain, as the annoy- 
ance due to batteries has long been one 
of the chief drawbacks in radio receivers.
